Chair  and  Chamber  should  presume  he  was  present.  If 
present  he  should  have  voted  with  the  majority.  If  cor- 
rect in  his  premise,  he  desired  to  move  a  reconsideration  ; 
he  further  stated  that  he  bad  given  this  question  personal 
consideration,  and  had  legislative  precedent  for  such  a 
motion  at  his  own  suggestion,  according  to  him  all  honesty 
of  purpose  in  making  the  motion,  also  in  deference  and 
courtesy  to  the  gentleman. 
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The  Chair  withheld  its  final  decision,  and  the  gentleman 
from  the  Fifteenth  Ward  withdrew  his  motion. 

The  Chair  holds  that  reconsideration  can  only  be  made 
and  seconded  by  those  who  voted  in  the  majority.

Under  the  workings  of  the  late  Act  of  Assembly,  known 
as  bill  69,  which  requires  a  given  number  of  votes  to  pass 
a  bill,  I  shall  hereafter  hold  when  a  bill  falls  for  want  of 
the  requisite  number  of  votes,  as  in  the  resolution  alluded 
to,  which  was  not  agreed  to,  the  votes  in  the  negative  consti- 
tute the  real  majority,  inasmuch  as  they  are  the  persons  de- 
feating the  bill ;  therefore  to  reconsider  said  resolution,  the 
motion  must  be  made  and  seconded  by  those  voting  in  the 
negative. 

I  am  informed  that  this  rule  was  laid  down  in  Select 
Chamber  some  years  since,  on  the  attempt  to  reconsider  a 
loan  bill  which  was  lost  for  want  of  the  necessary  two-thirds 
vote — the  Chair  holding  that  those  who  voted  against  the 
bill,  defeating  it,  were  the  proper  persons  under  the  rule  to 
move  a  reconsideration.  That  ruling  has  never  been  dis- 
puted.

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  was  in 
the  treasury,  a  balance  of  cash  applicable  to 
the  purposes  of  the  Commissioners,  of. $207,089  67 

Up  to  the  31st  August  inclusive,  there  had 
been  received  from  the  special  tax  of  the  pres- 
ent year .- 422,132  39 

Making  a  total  of $629,222  06 

Out  of  which  there  has  been  paid  on  war- 
rants of  the  Commissioners 619,490  94 

Leaving  a  cash  balance  of  only $9,731  12 

to  meet  the  bills  which  will  be  coming  in  for  work  done, 
and  services  and  labor  for  the  balance  of  the  year. 

The  Ordinance  of  Councils  of  December  6th,  1873,  fixed 
the  special  tax  for  the  Public  Buildings  at  ten  cents  on  the 
hundred  dollars,  which,  at  valuation  of  property  as  fur- 
nished by  the  Board  of  Revision,  $548,243,535,  would  give 
but  $548,244  from  this  source,  of  which  there  had  been 
collected  up  to  August  31st,  as  above  $422,132.39,  leaving 
but  $126,111.61,  if  there  should  be  no  deficiency  in  the 
collections. 

The  appropriation  of  Councils  for  the  use 
of  the  Commissioners  by  Ordinance  of  De- 
cember, 1873,  amounted  to $1,457,450  00 

And  there  was  a  balance  of  the  appropria- 
tion for  the  preceding  year  carried  over  and 
unexpended,  of ; 454,142  26 

Making  a  total  of $1,911,952  26 

Of  which  there  has  been  expended 619,490  94 

Leaving  a  balance  of  appropriation  appli- 
cable to  the  purposes  of  the  Commissioners 
of $1,292,101.32 
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It  is  understood,  however,  tliat  the  City  Controller  may 
have  doubts  as  to  his  authority  to  countersign  warrants  of 
the  Commissioners  after  the  actual  cash  in  the  treasury 
from  the  special  tax  has  been  exhausted,  notwithstanding 
the  balance  of  the  appropriations  ma}^  be  ample. 

There  yet  remains  three  months  and  upwards  of  the 
present  year,  during  which  it  will  be  possible  to  press  the 
work  actively  ;  and  it  is  of  the  greatest  importance  to  the 
character  of  the  work  and  to  its  advantageous  prosecu- 
tion, that  nothing  should  interfere  to  cause  any  delay  or 
embarrassment.  There  will  certainly  ;  according  to  pres- 
ent calculations;  be  required  at  least  $500,000  to  meet 
payments  which  will  be  coming  due  during  the  balance  of 
the  year.  If  such  provision  can  be  made  by  Councils  as 
will  remove  any  doubt  as  to  the  authority  of  the  Control- 
ler to  countersign  the  warrants  of  the  Commissioners, 
whatever  may  be  the  state  of  the  cash  account  from  the 
special  tax,  it  is  believed  that  no  serious  difficulty  will  be 
experienced  in  prosecuting  the  work  with  full  vigor.  On 
behalf  of  the  Commissioners,  therefore,  the  undersigned 
respectfully  asks  such  action  from  Councils  as  may  be 
necessary  in  the  premises.

Gentlemen: — In  projecting  work  of  the  character  and 
magnitude  of  the  storage  reservoir,  it  is  impossible  from 
the  beginning  to  foretell  all  the  difficulties  that  may  arise 
during  its  progress,  as  has  been  fully  exemplified  in  this 
case.  In  excavating  there  was  soil  found  reaching  to  a 
considerable  depth  that  was  unfit  for  the  purpose  and  had 
to  be  removed ;  also,  several  alterations  made,  as  a  fuller 
knowledge  of  the  work  was  obtained,  which  has  added  to 
its  efficiency  and  strength,  all  of  which  has  required  the 
expenditure  of  more  money  than  was  anticipated  from  the 
beginning.     Again,  if  I  have  been  rightly  advised  it  was 
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not  expected  by  your  honorable  body  that  the  original 
appropriation  would  finish  the  reservoir,  but,  that  by  the 
time  the  amount  of  the  appropriation  was  expended,  that 
the  nature  of  the  work  would  be  such  as  to  approximate 
more  fully  the  amount  required  to  complete  it.  Therefore, 
I  respectfully  ask  you  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  nine  hun- 
dred and  six  thousand  (906,000)  dollars,  as  that  amount 
will  be- necessary  to  complete  the  work,  and  I  would  re- 
commend that  it  be  done  at  an  early  date,  that  the  earth- 
work may  be  finished  this  season,  so  that  it  may  have  the 
benefit  of  the  winter  for  settling  prior  to  lining  with  brick.

Gentlemen: — In  accordance  with  my  communication 
of  November  6th,  1873,  to  your  honorable  bodies,  in 
answer  to  resolution  of  Common  Council,  of  October  30th, 
1873,  I  have  caused  the  work  of  this  department  to  be 
prosecuted  with  unusual  vigor.  An  open  winter  favoring 
us  and  tbe  unusual  drought  of  the  spring  and  summer 
months,  causing  us  less  delay  than  in  former  years,   we 
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have  been  able  to  perform  an  unprecedented  amount  of 
work;  in  fact  doing  in  eight  months  the  amount  intended 
by  your  honorable  bodies  to  have  been  performed  during 
the  whole  year. 

The  consequence  is  that  our  appropriations  are  exhausted, 
and  we  are  unable  to  prosecute  the  work  any  further 
unless  your  honorable  bodies  deem  it  desirable  to  grant 
us  additional  appropriations  for  that  purpose.  I  .would 
also  stale  that  another  cause  of  the  necessity  of  asking  for 
additional  appropriation  was  from  unforeseen  causes  and 
accidental  circumstances,  which  could  not  have  been  pro- 
vided for  in  the  annual  appropriation.  The  wharf  at  the 
foot  of  Otis  street  sunk  down,  necessitating  an  expenditure 
of  about  $5,000  which  must  be  provided  for. 

I  found  upon  drawing  the  water  from  the  Fairmount 
reservoirs  that  they  required  to  be  thoroughly  cleaned  and 
repaired  before  it  would  be  safe  or  advisable  to  again  refill 
them. 

This  has  been  completed  at  a  cost  of  $20,000.  These 
and  other  items  which  can  be  shown  to  your  honorable 
bodies  upon  examination  have  entailed  a  large  expenditure 
exhausting  appropriations  that  were  intended  for  other 
purposes  and  leaving  a  number  of  bills  unprovided  for. 

The  Delaware  reservoir  was  also  found  to  be  in  an  un- 
health}^  condition  requiring  immediate  attention.  Public 
clamor  was  aroused  and  the  newspaper  press  demanded 
that  something  should  be  done  to  allay  the  excitement  in 
the  district  fed  by  this  reservoir. 

I  am  now  about  finishing  the  above  work  which  has 
cost  the  department  about  $5,000, 

To  detail  all  the  necessary  work  that  was  performed  for 
which  there  was  no  specific  appropriation,  would  make 
this  communication  too  long  and  wearisome  to  your  honor- 
able bodies. 

A  large  portion  of  the  items  for  purchase  of  pipe  and 
laying  the  same,  is  reimbursed  to  thp  City  by  the  owners 
of  property  on  the  line  of  the  streets  where  such  pipe  is 
laid,  theretore  the  actual  amount  of  the  appropriation  asked 
for  seems  to  be  larger  than  it  is  in  fact. 

The  same  holds  good  with  Item  46,  for  drills  and  attach- 
ments, the  cost  of  which  is  paid  by  the  party  taking  out 
the  permit. 
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I  would  also  state  that  a  large  amount  is  yearly  ex- 
pended from  our  appropriations  in  introducing  fire  plugs 
and  attachments  for  fire  purposes  in  large  factories  and 
private  buildings. 

This  expenditure  is  charged  to  and  collected  from  the 
owners  of  such  properties  and  paid  to  the  City  Treasurer, 
while  the  cost  of  doing  the  work  is  charged  in  the  annual 
expenses  of  this  department  for  wlaich  it  receives  no  credit. 

I  therefore  append  the  amount  I  have  estimated  as 
necessary  to  carry  us  through  the  balance  of  the  year,  with 
the  purposes  for  which  they  are  intended,  and  the  items  to 
which  they  are  to  be  credited.

Your  Sub-Committee  appointed  to  inquire  into  and  report 
a  suitable  building  for  the  use  of  the  several  departments 
of  the  City,  proceeded  at  once  to  the  performance  of  the 
duty  assigned  them,  and  present  the  subjoined  as  the  result 
of  their  deliberation. 

That  your  Committee  might  ascertain  the  location  of 
property  calculated  for  the  purposes  named,  advertisements 
for  proposals  for  the  purchase  or  rental  of  buildings  were 
inserted  in  the  daily  papers,  to  the  efl'ect  that  the  Committee 
would  receive  and  open  the  same  on  a  fixed  day. 

The  Committee  limited  the  location  to  specified  bounds, 
and  from  the  general  notice  given  through  the  newspapers, 
received  a  number  of  propositions  from  owners  and  those 
representing  properties  for  the  sale  and  lease  thereof. 

These  propositions  were  carefully  examined  and  con- 
sidered by  your  Committee  who  visited  the  several  prop- 
erties, and  after  due  deliberation  deemed  it  advisable  to 
obtain  from  the  Commissioner  of  Markets  and  City  Prop- 
erty, a  schedule  of  the  properties  leased  for  the  departments, 
the  rents  paid  for  each,  and  time  and  term  of  leases,  in 
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order  to  make  a  comparison,  and  report  the  same  for  your 
consideration. 

As  will  be  observed  by  the  schedule  hereto  attached  the 
amount  of  rents  paid  by  the  City  is  upwards  of  forty-one 
thousand  dollars  per  annum,  whilst  the  leases  are  for  a 
short  term,  many  of  them  expiring  annually. 

The  buildings  leased  are  for  the  most  part  unprotected 
from  fire,  are  old  and  out  of  repair,  lacking  all  of  the 
modern  improvements,  whilst  the  apartments  are  generally 
cramped,  badly  ventilated,  and  poorly  lighted.  The  con- 
stant increase  of  business  renders  them  every  year  less 
fitted  for  the  purposes,  whilst  the  officers  and  employees 
are  much  hindred  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  and  the 
public  shamed  and  annoyed  by  the  wretched  accommoda- 
tions furnished  them  for  the  transactions  of  business. 

Your  Committee  found  no  building  among  the  proposals 
equal  to  that  of  the  new  Girard  granite  building  on  Chest- 
nut street,  below  Fifth.  The  location  is  the  best,  whilst 
the  structure  is  large,  well  lighted  and  ventilated,  and  has 
all  of  the  modern  improvements.  The  apartments  are 
roomy  and  inviting,  and  will  be  fitted  up  in  the  most  ap- 
proved manner.  They  are  nearly  all  communicating, 
having  broad  entrances  and  wide  hallways,  and  within  a 
brief  period  can  be  fitted  up  for  the  use  of  such  departments 
speedly  requiring  enlarged  accomodations. 

The  lessors  (Messrs.  W.  H.  Kern  and  Wm.  H.  Kemble, 
lessees  of  the  Girard  Estate,)  submitted  among  others,  a 
proposition  for  the  leasing  of  a  large  portion  of  said  build- 
ing, at  an  annual  rental  of  $33,000  for  a  period  of  ten  years, 
agreeing  to  so  arrange  and  complete  the  apartments,  &c.,  to 
accommodate  the  officers,  &c.,  using  them,  and  to  furnish 
all  of  the  heat  and  light  for  the  same. 

A  copy  of  their  poposition  is  hereto  attached. 

The  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  by  the  time  of  the 
expiration  of  the  lease,  the  new  City  Hall  will  be  com- 
pleted and  ready  for  occupancy,  and  that  it  must  be  con- 
ceded that  the  increased  business  of  the  departments  abso- 
lutely requires  enlarged  and  improved  quarters,  protected 
from  fire ;  that  whilst  the  new  hall  is  under  way  the  de- 
partments (should  the  building  proposed  be  leased)  will 
be  amply  supplied  with  safe  quarters,  and  that  the  increase 
of  rent  which  follows  short  leases,  will  be  saved  ;  besides 
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the  expense  of  heating  and  lighting,  and  that  the  City  will 
eventually  be  the  gainer  by  many  thousands  of  dollars,  and 
the  officers  and  public  greatly  convenienced. 

Your  Committee,  in  view  of  the  facts  set  forth,  have  deemed 
it  advisable    to  report   in    favor  of   leasing  the    '*  Girard. 
Building,"  Chestnut  street,  below  Fifth,  as  specified  in  the 
communication    hereto    attached,    at    an    annual    rent   of  ♦ 
$33,000  for  a  period  of  ten  years  from  the  day

Sir: — W^e  herewith  offer  you  the  new  granite  Girard 
Building  on  Chestnut  street,  below  Fifth  street,  consisting 
of  a  principal  granite  structure  designed  for  offices,  front- 
ing on  Chestnut  street  fifty-five  feet  two  and  a-half  inches 
front  by  ninety -five  deep,  and  four  stories  in  height.  The 
first  story  entirely  above  grade  of  pavement,  and  is  in 
height  thirteen  feet  between  floors.  The  principal  floor 
above  is  eighteen  feet  in  height.  The  third  floor  is  sixteen 
feet  in  height,  and  the  fourth  floor  fifteen  feet  nine  inches 
in  height.  On  the  first  floor  are  offices  each  side  of  a 
central  hall,  each  having  a  door  of  entrance  from  the  street, 
the  floor  being  about  one  step  above  the  pavement  level, 
which  places  these  offices  most  convenient  for  direct  ap- 
proach from  the  street,  and  secures  them  with  well  lighted 
and  ventilated  appartments  upon  either  side  of  hall,  the 
offices  are  twenty  feet  by  eighty- four  feet.

of  water  each  year  is  twenty  per  cent,  in  excess  of  the 
former  year,  and  in  1876,  the  Centennial  year,  there  will 
be  a  still  greater  demand  to  meet  the  necessities  of  the 
exhibition,  and  this  reservoir  is  intended  for  a  storage  res- 
ervoir to  supply  the  others,  and  is  capable  of  holding 
700,000,000  gallons  in  reserve,  to  be  used  in  case  of  emer- 
gency.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  create  a  loan  for  the  completion  of  the  Storage  Reservoir  at  Fairmont  Park. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Mayor  be  and  he  is 
hereby  authorized  to  borrow,  at  not  less  than  par,  on  the 
credit  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  the  sum  of  nine  hun- 
dred thousand  (900,000)  dollars  for  the  completion  of  the 
Storage  Reservoir  at  the  Fairmount  Park,  for  whicb  inter- 
est not  to  exceed  the  rate  of  six  per  centum  per  annum 
shall  be  paid  half  yearly  on  the  first  days  of  January  and 
July  in  each  year,  at  the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer.  The 
principal  of  said  loan  shall  be  payable  and  paid  at  the  ex- 
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piration  of  thirty  years  from  tbe  date  of  the  same,  and  not 
before,  without  the  consent  of  the  holders  thereof;  and 
certificates  therefor  in  the  usual  form  of  the  certificates  of 
City  loan,  shall  be  issued  in  such  amounts  as  the  lenders 
may  require,  but  not  for  less  amounts  than  fifty  dollars, 
and  not  for  any  other  fractional  part  of  one  hundred  dol- 
lars, or  if  required  in  amounts  of  five  hundred  or  one 
thousand  dollars  ;  and  it  shall  be  expressed  in  said  certifi- 
cates that  the  loan  therein  mentioned,  and  the  interest 
thereof,  are  payable  free  from  all  taxes.

The  list  will 
occupy  upwards  of  one  hundred  closely  printed  columns, 
and  will  cost  to  publish,  as  required  by  law,  at  least 
$28,000,  for  which  amount  I  ask  an  appropriation. 

The  cost  of  advertising  will  in  each  case  be  added  to 
the  amount  of  the  lien  and  collected  therewith,  so  that  the 
amount  now  appropriated,  will  be  returned  to  the  treasury. 

I  have  no  doubt  that  the  publication  of  these  claims  will 
enable  me  to  collect  a  quarter  of  a  million  of  dollars  in  a 
brief  time,  at  very  little  expense  to  the  City.

Dear  Sir: — To  your  inquiry  as  to  the  necessity'  of  re- 
advertising  the  gas  loan  Ordinance,  I  answer  in  the  nega- 
tive. 

"  No  bill  shall  be  considered  unless  referred  to  a  Com- 
mittee, returned  therefrom,  and  printed  for  the  use  of  the 
members,"  is  the  language  of  the  law. 

The  gas  loan  bill  was  injiroduced  by  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee, and  advertised  as  required  by  law.  It  now  comes 
back  to  the  Finance  Committee,  as  required  by  the  act 
above  quoted,  and  when  "  returned  therefrom "  will  be 
"  printed,"  and  can  be  put  upon  its  passage. 

The  thirty-ninth  section  of  the  consolidation  act,  which 
requires  the  advertising  of  a  loan,  provides  "  that  no  money 
shall  be  hereafter  borrowed  on  the  faith  and  credit  of  said 
City,  unless  the  Ordinance  or  other  authority  authorizing 
the  same,  shall  have  been  introduced  at  one  stated  meeting 
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of  the  Common  Council,  and  the  draft  thereof  published 
in  at  least  two  of  the  newspapers  of  the  City  daily,  for  four 
weeks,  before  the  final  consideration  and  passage  thereof 
by  said  Common  Council."

Dear  Sir: — As  directed  by  your  Committee  at  the 
last  meeting,  I  present  tlje  following  report  on  the  reso- 
lution submitted,  providing  for  the  paving  Kensington 
avenue  at  the  present  grade  of  the  street,  where  it  crosses 
the  Connecting  Railroad.  By  examination  of  the  con- 
firmed plan  on  tile  at  this  office,  it  appears  that  the  established 
grade  provides  for  a  bridge  over  the  Connecting  Railroad  at 
that  point,  making  the  elevation  twenty  feet  higher  than 
the  present  street  grade,  and  it  raising  eleven  feet  at  Venango 
street  and  Erie  avenue,  the  first  streets  at  either  side  of 
the  crossing.  The  street  is  under  contract  for  paving,  and 
the  work  has  progressed  in  both  directions,  leaving  three 
squares  from  Tioga  to  Butler  unfinished,  on  account  of 
the  large  amount  of  filling,  as  well  as  the  bridging  which 
will  be  required  to  carry  out  the  coijfirmed  plans. 

The  arrangement  of  the  grades  makes  the  cost  of  eleva- 
ting so  great,  that  I  have  made  a  careful  investigation  to 
ascertain  whether  the  danger  of  the  present  grade  crossing 
cannot  be  obviated  in  a  less  expensive  manner,  and  in  such 
away  as  to  cause  less  inconvenience  to  the  adjoining  prop- 
erty holders. 

I  find  that  it  would  be  far  cheaper  to  sink  the  street,  so 
as  to  pass   under  the  railroad,  in  a  manner  similar  to  the 
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bridge  at  Richmond  street;  the  difficulty  being  in  the  pro- 
vision for  drainage  of  the  depression. 

The  Aramingo  canal,  which  is  designed  to  drain  this 
section,  is  3,600  feet  distant,  and  it  is  practicable  to  carry 
a  sewer  along  Erie  avenue,  from  Kensington  avenue  to  the 
canal. 

If  this  is  done,  Kensington  avenue  can  be  made  to  pass 
under  the  railroad  with  a  grade  of  only  3J  feet  per  hun- 
dred ;  the  cutting  at  the  greatest  depression  at  the  railroad 
would  only  be  eleven  feet  below  the  original  surface  at  this 
point,  in  place  of  twenty-seven  feet  elevation,  as  the  grade 
now  is  ;  the  street  having  already  been  raised  seven  feet 
to  suit  the  railway  crossing. 

K  and  L  streets,  Erie  avenue,  and  the  other  streets  can 
thus  be  arranged  in  the  same  way,  and  safe  crossings  can 
thus  be  secured  at  a  vast  reduction  in  the  cost.  The  cost 
of  the  sewer  would  be  saved  in  a  single  bridge,  and  at  the 
same  time  it  would  be  an  improvement  greatly  to  be  de- 
sired for  general  drainage,  independent  of  any  bridge  work. 
I  should,  therefore,  recommend  a  revision  of  the  grades  on 
Plan  251,  provided  that  no  grade  crossings  with  the  Con- 
necting Railroad  shall  be  made,  and  in  accordance  with 
the  plan  herein  proposed.  Then  the  grades  of  Kensington 
avenue  would  be  arranged,  so  that  the  paving  could  be 
carried  within  three  hundred  feet  of  the  railroad  crossing 
at  each  side,  and  would  not  have  to  be  rearranged  when 
the  bridge  is  built. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  therefore  recommend  the  passage 
of  a  resolution  revising  the  grades,  in  accordance  with 
which  a  great  part  of  the  street  could  be  paved,  so  that  the 
necessity  for  passing  the  resolution  at  the  present  time,  as 
referred,  would  be  obviated.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  create  a  loan  for  the  improvement  of  Fairmonnt  Park  and  the  construc- 
tion of  bridges  across  the  river  SchuylkilL 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Mayor  of  Philadelphia 
be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  borrow,  at  not  less  than 
par,  on  the  credit  of  the  City,  one  million  dollars  for  the 
improvement  of  Fairmount  Park  and  the  construction  of 
bridges  across  the  river  Schuylkill,"  for  which  interest 
not  to  exceed  the  rate  of  six  per  centum  per  annum  shall 
be  paid  half  yearly  on  the  first  days  of  January  and  July 
in  each  year,  at  the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer,  and  the 
said  loan  shall  be  called  the  "  Park  Loan."  The  principal 
of  said  loan  shall  be  paj'able  and  paid  at  the  expiration  of 
thirty  years  from  the  date  of  the  same,  and  not  before, 
without  the  consent  of  the  hoklers  thereof;  and  the  certifi- 
cates therefor  in  the  usual  form  of  the  certificates  of  City 
loan,  shall  be  issued  in  such  amounts  as  the  lenders  may 
require,  but  not  for  less  amounts  than  fifty  dollars,  and  not 
for  any  other  fractional  part  of  one  hundred  dollars,  or  if 
required  in  amounts  of  five  hundred  or  one  thousand  dol- 
lars;  and  it  shall  be  expressed  in  said  certificates  that  the 
loan  therein  mentioned,  and  the  interest  thereof,  are  paya- 
ble free  from  all  taxes. 

Sect.  2.  Whenever  any  loan  shall  be  made  by  virtue 
thereof,  there  shall  be  by  force  of  this  Ordinance  annually 
appropriated  out  of  the  income  of  the  corporate  estates, 
and  from  the  sum  raised  by  taxation,  a  sum  sufficient  to 
pay  the  interest  on  said  certificates ;  and  the  further  sum 
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of  three-tenths  of  one  per  centum  on  the  par  value  of  such 
certificates  so  issued  shall  be  appropriated  quarterly  out 
of  said  income  and  taxes  to  a  sinking  fund,  which  fund 
and  its  accumulations  are  hereby  specially  pledged  for  the 
redemption  and  payment  of  said  certificates.

AN  ORDINANCE 

Constituting  the  Department  of  Hishways,  Bridges  and  Sewers  for  the  City 
of  Philadelpliia. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Souncils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain^  That  on  and  after  the  first  day  of 
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January,  A.  D.  1875,  the  Department  of  Ilighways, 
Bridsres  and  Sewers  of  said  City,  shall  be  constituted  as 
follows :  one  Chief  Commissioner,  at  a  salary  of  five  thou- 
sand (5,000)  dollars;  six  assistant  commissioners,  at  a 
sahiry  of  twenty-five  hundred  dollars  each ;  one  Superin- 
tendent of  City  Railroads,  nt  a  salary  of  twelve  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars  ;  one  chief  clerk,  at  a  salary  of  fifteen 
hundred  dollars  ;  one  assistant  clerk,  at  a  salary  of  one 
thousand  dollars;  one  license  clerk,  at  a  salary  of  fifteen 
hundred  dollars ;  one  assistant  license  clerk,  at  a  salary  of 
one  thousand  dollars;  one  miscellaneous  clerk,  at  a  salary 
of  one  thousand  dollars  ;  one  messenger,  at  a  salary  of 
eight  hundred  dollars,  and  twelve  street  superintendents, 
at  a  salary  each  of  twelve  hundred  dollars,  together  with 
such  other  officers  as  may  be  hereafter  created  by  Councils. 

Sect.  2.  That  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  January, 
A.  D.  1875,  the  building  and  repairing  of  all  bridges, 
culverts,  sewers  and  inlets,  the  opening,  grading,  curbing, 
paving,  repaving,  repairing,  and  cleaning  of  all  streets, 
roads,  lanes,  alleys,  and  all  other  highways  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  shall  be  under  the  control,  supervision  and 
management  of  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways  of 
said  City. 

Sect.  3.  Upon  the  first  Monday  of  January,  1875, 
Councils  shall  elect,  in  joint  convention,  by  viva  voce  vote, 
one  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways,  to  serve  two  years; 
six  assistant  commissioners,  whose  term  shall  be  two  years, 
three  of  whom  shall  be  elected  for  one  year  and  three  for 
(two  years),  and  until  their  successors  be  difly  qualified. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Chief  Commissioner,  to  assign 
the  assistant  commissioners  to  their  respective  districts,  and 
the  said  assistant  commissioners  shall  have  charge  of  the 
respective  districts  to  which  they  shall  have  been  assigned, 
and  shall  have  the  general  supervision  of  all  work  done 
therein  by  order  of  the  Chief  Commissioner  (who  may,  at 
his  discretion,  at  any  time  assign  any  of  the  said  assistants 
to  an}'-  other  district  he  may  deem  for  the  advantage  of  the 
department).  The  said  assistant  commissioners  shall  enforce 
all  laws  and  Ordinances  relative  to  the  Department  of  High- 
ways, and  shall  have  charge  of  and  direct  (subject  as  afore- 
said to  the  Chief  Commissioner)  the  street  superintendents 
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and  workmen  that  may  be  employed  within  the  limits  of 
their  respective  districts. 

Sect.  4.  That  on  and  after  the  first  day  of  January, 
1875,  the  City  shall  be  divided  into  six  (6)  highway 
districts,  as  follows  : 

First  District.  That  portion  of  the  City  lying  south  of 
South  street,  between  the  Delaware  and  Schuylkill  rivers. 

Second  District.  That  portion  of  the  City  lying  between 
South  street  and  Poplar  street,  and  from  the  Delaware  to 
the  Schuylkill  river. 

Third  District.  That  portion  of  the  City  lying  north  of 
Poplar  street  and  west  of  Broad  street  to  the  river  Schuyl- 
kill, including  all  that  portion  of  the  Twenty-second  Ward 
lying  east  of  Broad  street. 

Fourth  District.  All  that  portion  of  the  City  lying  north 
of  Poplar  street  and  east  side  of  Broad  street,  exclusive  of 
the  Twenty-third  and  Twenty-fifth  Wards. 

Fifth  District.  All  that  portion  of  the  City  lying  and 
being  in  the  Twenty-third  and  Twenty-fifth  Wards. 

Sixth  District.  AH  that  portion  of  the  City  lying  west 
of  the  Schuylkill  river. 

Sect.  5.  Whenever  any  street  or  other  highway  is  to 
be  opened,  graded  or  paved,  the  Chief  Commissioner  of 
Highways  shall  have  power  to  call  upon  the  Chief  Engi- 
neer and  Surveyor  of  the  City,  for  the  necessary  lines  and 
heights,  and  for  estimates  of  the  amount  of  grading  re- 
quired, and  the  number  of  yards  of  paving  of  intersections, 
and  for  all  other  work  to  be  paid  for  by  the  City ;  and  the 
said  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  shall  immediately  furnish 
such  lines- and  estimates  for  the  use  of  the  Chief  Commis- 
sioner of  Highways,  and  the  cost  thereof  sli^U  be  charged 
to  the  person  doing  the  work,  and  be  deducted  from  the 
amount  to  be  paid  to  said  person. 

Sect,  6.  That  on  the  second  Monday  of  January,  1875, 
or  as  soon  thereafter  as  possible,  the  Chief  Commissioner 
of  Highways  shall  appoint  (subject  to  the  approval  of 
Select  Council)  twelve  street  superintendents,  two  of  whom 
shall  be  assigned  to  each  district  hereinbefore  mentioned, 
who  shall  hold  their  positions  during  good  behavior,  sub- 
ject to  removal  by  the  Chief  Commissioner ;  said  street 
superintendents  to  reside  in  the  districts  for  which  they 
are  appointed.

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Sect.  7.  The  Chief  Commissioner  shall  give  security 
with  two  or  more  sureties  in  the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand 
dollars;  each  assistant  commissioner  shall  give  security  in 
the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  and  the  license  clerk  and 
each  street  superintendent  shall  give  security  in  the  sum 
of  live  thousand  dollars,  all  of  which  shall  be  real  estate 
securities,  and  the  bonds  shall  be  entered  of  record  as 
securities  of  other  City  officers. 

Sect.  8.  The  Chief  Commissioner  shall  forthwith  provide 
an  office  and  yard  in  each  district  for  the  storage  of  ma- 
terial and  tools,  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on 
Highways;  the  assistant  commissioners  shall  have  oflQce 
hours  each  day  for  the  reception  of  complaints,  and  to  re- 
ceive orders  from  the  Chief;  and  no  compensation  shall 
be  allowed  for  the  keep  or  hire  of  horse  for  use  of  the 
Chief  or  assistant  commissioners.  The  Chief  Commissioner 
shall  prepare  and  enforce  such  orders  and  rules  as  may  be 
deemed  necessary  for  the  proper  government  of  the  depart- 
ment. 

Sect.  9.  The  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways  shall  ap- 
point, with  the  consent  and  approval  of  Select/  Council,  one, 
chief  clerk,  one  assistant  clerk,  one  license  clerk,  one  as- 
sistant license  clerk,  one  miscellaneous  clerk,  and  one  mes- 
senger, whenever  vacancies  may  occur. 

Sect.  10.  The  owners  of  property  desiring  to  have  the 
streets  which  shall  pass  through  their  property  paved, 
shall  apply  to  Councils  by  petition,  to  which  shall  be 
attached  a  certificate  of  the  district  surveyor,  that  the 
petitioners  are  a  majority  of  the  owners  of  property 
between  the  points  named  :  Provided^  If  at  any  time  Coun- 
cils shall  deem  it  necessary  to  pave  any  street  or  streets, 
the  same  shall  be  done  :  Provided^  Two-thirds  of  all  the 
members  of  both  Chambers  of  Councils  shall  so  order.  After 
an  Ordinance  shall  be  passed  for  the  paving  of  any  street, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  Commissioner  to  award  the 
contract  for  the  same  to  a  practical  paver  or  pavers,  regu- 
larly engaged  in  such  business,  and  known  to  be  such, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Committee  on  Highways  : 
Provided,  The  security  for  the  same  shall  be  the  same  as  is 
now  regulated  by  Act  of  Assembly. 

Sect.  11.    The  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways  shall 
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have  power  to  suspend  flie  assistant  comnnssioners,  and 
report  the  fact  to  Councils  for  their  action  at  their  next 
stated  meeting. 

Sect.  12.  AH  bills  to  be  presented  in  triplicate,  and  to 
be  first  approved  by  the  assistant  commissioner  of  the 
district  in  which  the  work  is  done'  or  materials  furnished, 
a  copy  of  which  shall  be  retained  by  the  assistant.  Copies 
of  all  contracts  and  specifications  made  for  work  in  each 
district,  to  be  forwarded  to  the  office  of  the  assistant  com- 
missioner in  which  the  work  is  to  be  done,  in  order  that 
he  may  be  fully  informed  as  to  the  requirements  of  said 
contract,  and  in  order  that  he  may  see  to  the  proper  ful- 
filment thereof. 

AH  Ordinances  or  parts  of  Ordinances  inconsistent  here- 
with be  and  they  are  hereby  repealed.

I  made  my  calculations,  and  found  that  I  could  clean  the 
said  district  for  thirty-six  thousand  two  hundred  and  forty 
dollars,  and  they  awarded  it  to  •John  Galbraith  for  forty 
thousand  two  hundred  dollars.  I  asked  one  of  the  mem- 
bers why  they  awarded  it  to  him,  and  ho  said  that  I  wa^ 
too  low,  while  they  awarded  me  the  garbage  for  the  same 
amount  that  I  have  had  it  for  the  past  three  years,  for 
four  thousand  six  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  and  John  Gal- 
braith's  bid  was  ten  thousand  and  fifty  dollars,  milking  a 
difference  of  about  four  thousand  dollars.

Gentlemen  : — The  Committee  on  Finance  respectfully 
report  that  they  have  considered  the  Controller's  statement 
of  what  will  be  required  for  the  expenses  of  1875,  which  is 
$22,043,284,28  and  amount  required  by  taxation  $13,630,- 
280.81,  which  would  require  a  rate  of  $2.50  to  meet  it, 
leaving  a  surplus  of  about  $200,000;  But  this  rate  would 
provide  for  the  payment  of  outstanding  warrants,  $2,934,- 
701.40,  amount  due  to  various  loans,  $3,311,147.75,  and 
amounts  which  may  be  drawn  prior  to  January  1st,  1857, 
and  special  amounts  carried  forward,  $1,200,000;  total 
$7,445,849.15.  Councils  have  seldom,  if  ever,  provided  a 
rate  sufficient  to  meet  the  whole  indebtedness,  and  the  Com- 
mittee do  not  feel  inclined  to  recommend  it  in  the  present 
instance,  when  the  whole  country  is  suftering  from  a  general 
depression  of  business.  They  have  thought,  on  the  contrary, 
that  if  there  were  to  be  any  change  in  the  rate  it  should  be 
reduced,  and  they  have  accordingly  reduced  the  tax  five 
cents.  That  is,  .they  have  made  the  general  tax  one 
dollar  and  ninety  cents,  and  the  tax  special  for  Public 
Buildings  twenty-five  cents.  One  dollar  nad  ninety 
cents  will  yield  $10,518,462.85,  leaving  a  deficiency  of 
$3,111,807.96  below  the  amount  required  to  pay  all  liabili- 
ties. A  portion  of  this  latter  amount  may  be  provided  for 
by  a  reduction  of  the  estimates;  $500,000  to  be  paid  back 
to  the  treasury  from  the  special  tax  ;  ana  $500,000 
for  Centennial  purposes,  which  may  be  provided  for  by 
loan.  The  amount  due  from  various  loans  may  not  be 
called  for  during  the  next  year,  but  only  a  portion  of  it,  as 
the  loan  may  be  required.  The  Committee  believe  that 
the  course  pursued  by  the  Committee,  on  account  of  the 
general  depression,  will  meet  with  the  approbation  of  the 
public.  The  special  rate  of  twenty-five  cents  will  yield 
$1,438,209.92,  which  will  be  sufficient  for  the  requirements 
of  the  Building  Commission,  and  enable  them  to  pay  back 
to  the  City  Treasury  the  $500,000  used  by  them  out  of 
current  taxation  for  their  building  purposes.     All  of  which 
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is   respectfully    submitted,   with    the  annexed    Ordinance 
fixing  the  rate,  and  they  recommend  its  passage.

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AN  ORDINANCE 

To  levy  and  fix  the  rate  of  taxes  for  the  year  1875. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Board  of  Revision 
of  Taxes  are  hereby  authorized  and  required  forthwith  to 
levy  on  the  taxable  property  returned  by  the  assessors  as 
the  assessment  made  in  the  year  1874  (except  such  as  are 
marked  "  agricultural  and  farm  lands"  and  "  rural  or  sub- 
urban "),  a  tax  of  one  dollar  and  ninety  cents  on  the  hun- 
dred dollars  on  the  assessed  value  thereof. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  tax  to  be  levied  for  the  year  1875  as 
one  city  and  county  tax,  and  is  hereby  voted  for  the  fol- 
lowing objects  of  the  said  year,  viz. : 

Item  1.  For  relief  and  employment  of  the  poor,  the  sum 
of  six  cents. 

Item  2.  For  the  public  schools,  the  sum  of  twenty  cents. 

Item  3.  For  lighting  the  City,  the  sum  of  ten  cents. 

Item  4.  For  the  payment  of  the  interest  of  the  funded 
debt  and  for  the  sinking  fund,  the  sum  of  sixty-five  cents. 

Item  5.  For  the  care  of  the  public  highways,  the  sum  of 
ten  cents. 

Item  6.  For  the  supply  of  water,  the  sum  of  eight  cents. 

Item  7.  For  the  police,  the  sum  of  twenty  cents. 

Item  8.  For  the  care  of  the  markets  and  City  property, 
the  sum  of  three  cents. 

Item  9.  For  the  department  of  fire  the  sum  of  five 
cents. 

Item  10.  For  the  prisons,  the  sum  of  three  cents. 

Item  11.  For  the  Department  of  City  commissioners,  the 
sum  at  six  cents. 

Item  12.  ¥oT  health,  the  sum  of  two  cents. 

Item  13.  For  street  cleaning,  the  sum  of  three  cents. 

Item  14.  For  the  improvement  of  Broad  and  Market 
streets  with  improved  pavement,  the  sum  of  five  cents. 

Item  15.  For  the  remaining  expenses  of  the  municipality, 
the  sum  of  twenty-four  cents. 

And  said  amounts  are  hereby  declared  to  be  appropriated 
for  said  objects,  subject  (except  the  sum  of  five  cents  in 
Item  14)  to  further  direction  by  Ordinance ;  and  it  shall  be

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the  duty  of  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  to  cause  to  be  printed 
on  the  tax  bills  the  rates  voted  for  the  objects  hereinbefore 
mentioned. 

Sect.  3.  On  all  such  portions  of  assessed  property  marked 
"  agricultural  and  farm  land,"  only  one-half  of  the  highest 
rate  of  tax  shall  be  levied  ;  and  on  all  such  portions  marked 
"  rural  or  suburban,"  only  two-thirds  of  the  highest  rate  of 
tax  shall  be  levied  ;  and  no  part  of  that  set  apart  for  the 
relief  and  employment  of  the  poor,  shall  be  levied  on  the 
assessed  property  situate  in  the  wards  where  houses  for  the 
accommodation  of  the  poor  are  provided,  as  required  by 
the  eighteenth  section  of  the  act  of  February  2d,  1854. 

Sect.  4.  That  in  pursuance  of  the  power  vested  in  the 
Councils  of  Philadelphia  by  "A  Further  Supplement  to  an 
act  to  incorporate  the  City  of  Philadelphia,"  approved 
April  17th,  1861,  there  shall  be  the  following  allowance 
made  to  the  payers  of  taxes,  and  penalty  added  for  the 
non-payment  by  the  Receiver  of  Taxes,  to  wit:  At  the 
rate  of  nine  per  centum  per  annum  from  the  date  of  pay- 
ment until  the  first  day  of  January,  if  paid  before  the  first 
day  of  September,  and  if  paid  after  the  first  day  of  Septem- 
ber, and  on  and  before  the  first  day  of  October,  an  addition 
or  penalty  of  one  per  cent. ;  and  if  not  paid  until  after  the 
first  day  of  October,  then  an  addition  or  penalty  of  two 
per  cent,  shall  be  added  to  and  payable  on  the  same  ;  and 
if  not  paid  until  after  the  first  day  of  December,  then  an 
addition  or  penalty  of  three  per  cent,  shall  be  added  to  and 
payable  on  the  same. 

Sect.  5.  That  the  Board  of  Revision  is  hereby  author- 
ized and  required  forthwith  to  levy  on  the  taxable  prop- 
erty returned  by  the  assessors  as  the  assessment  made  in 
the  year  1874,  ftnd  as  revised  by  the  said  Board  of  Re- 
vision, a  special  tax  of  twenty-five  cents  on  the  hundred 
dollars  for  the  erection  of  public  buildings,  as  is  provided 
in  an  act  of  Assembly  entitled  "  An  act  to  provide  for 
the  erection  of  public  buildings  for  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia," approved  August  5th,  1870. 

Sect.  6.  That  the  sum  or  sums  collected  by  virtue  of 
section  5  of  this  Ordinance,  shall  be  kept  as  a  separate 
fund  in  the  City  Treasury  for  the  special  purpose  mentioned 
in  the  act  of  Assembly  cited  in  said  section.

Section  1.  The  Selectand  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain^  Tliat  the  City  Controller  is  hereby 
authorized  and  required  to  have  printed  for  the  use  of  all 
of  the  departments  of  the  City,  a  form  of  warrants,  in  such 
style  and  device  as  may  be  approved  by  the  Committee  of 
Finance. 

Sect.  2.  That  on  and  after  January  first,  A.  D.  1875,  no 
other  form  of  warrants  than  that  provided  as  aforesaid, 
shall  be  used  in  any  department  of  the  City. 

Sect.  3.  That  the  blank  warrants  as  aforesaid,  shall  be 
placed  in  the  custody  of  the  City  Controller,  and  delivered 
by  him  to  the  several  departments  of  the  City,  and  he  shall 
take  a  receipt  from  the  head  of  the  respective  departments 
for  the  number  or  quantity  of  said  warrants  so  deliveied. 

Sect.  4.  Each  department  shall  account  to  the  City 
Controller  for  each  and  every  warrant  issued,  and  shall 
have  all  of  said  blank  warrants  remaining  on  hand  at  the 
close  of  each  and  every  year,  returned  to  and  destroyed 
by  him. 

Sect.  5.  From  and  after  the  first  day  of  January,  1875,

•  By  direction  of  His  Honor  Judge  Ludlow,  I  send  you 
the  following  extract  from  the  presentment  of  the  Grand 
Jury  for  November  Term,  1874: 

"  We  visited  the  '  Mill  Creek  culvert'  in  company  with 
the  District  Attorney,  giving  particular  attention  to  that 
part  of  the  same  which  recently  caused  the  unfortunate 
loss  of  life.  The  part  of  the  sewer  which  had  given  way 
was  critically  examined,  and  specimens  of  material  re- 
moved and  examined  by  competent  judges,  who  pro- 
nounced the  same  as  good  and  suitable  for  the  purpose, 
The  interior  of  the  sewer  was  for  some  distance  examined, 
and  appeared  in  good  condition,  and  the  work  well  done. 

The  jury  also  ascertained  by  personal  inspection  and 
from  the  examination  of  experienced  persons,  that  the  sole 
cause  of  the  giving  way  was  the  improper  loading  of  the 
same.  The  dirt  was  hauled  upon  the  crown,  and  dumped 
so  as  to  roll  loosely  upon  the  sides ;  the  effect  of  this  was 
to  subject  the  crown  to  the  whole  weight  of  the  mass 
of  dirt,  eight  or  ten  feet  in  height,  without  any  strength- 
ening of  the  haunches.  Had  the  culvert  been  filled  first 
at  the  sides,  there  would  have  been  no  injury  to  the 
property,  or  any  danger  to  the  workmen.  The  manner 
of  placing  the  dirt  upon  it  was  unskilful  and  dangerous, 
and  displays  great  ignorance  and  recklessness.  There 
should  have  been  a  competent  person  to  direct  the  placing 
of  the  dirt  and  the  packing  of  it  upon  the  sides. 

The  jury  also  find  there  was  great  negligence  in  leaving 
a  work  of  that  kind  constructed  above  the  ground  un- 
coyered  so  long  a  time  after  its  completion.  It  really 
should  have  been  covered  as  the  work  progressed.  Notice 
was  given  frequently  to  the  authorities  that  the  culvert 
might  become  injured  by  repeated  exposure  to  frost  and 
heat. 

Three  years  had  expired  since  the  contractor  finished  his 
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work ;  his  liability  for  repairs  had  ceased,  and  yet  this 
exposure,  improper  and  grievous,  was  suffered  to  continue. 
The  jury  are  of  the  opinion  that  public  health  and  safety 
require  that  this  culvert  should  be  continued  south  to  the 
Darby  road,  and  north  to  connect  with  Chestnut  street.

Gentlemen: — I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  in- 
adequate and  very  unsuitable  accommodations  furnished  to 
this  department.  I  am  at  present  occupying  one  long 
room,  divided  by  thin  partitions  of  boards  and  glass,  so  as 
to  make  seven  rooms,  through  the  centre  of  which  is  a 
common  passage-way  open,  to  all  persons  visiting  the 
department.  All  ot  these  rooms  are  occupied  during  a 
portion  of  the  day  by  road  juries,  whose  proceedings  are 
constantly  disturbed  by  other  jurors  and  witnesses  who 
have  to  pass  to  and  fro  to  get  to  adjoining  rooms,  and 
during  the  sessions  of  juries  the  discussions  going  on  at 
the  other  side  of  the  partition  are  distinctly  heard.  We 
have  resorted  to  every  expedient  to  remedy  this,  but  with- 
out success,  and  members  of  the  bar,  jurors  and  suitors  all 
urge  me  to  bring  the  subject  before  you.  In  none  of  the 
rooms  is  there  that  privacy  which  is  very  essential  to  a 
proper  discharge  of  professional  duties;  and  my  assistants, 
who  are  members  of  the  bar,  are  compelled  to  retain  other 
offices  at  a  distance  from  this  department,  in  which  to 
transact  the  private  business  of  their  clients,  to  which,  as 
at  present  situated,  I  cannot  object. 
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■■  The  rent  paid  for  this  building  is  three  thousand  five 
hundred  dollars  per  annum,  the  City  Comnnissioners  oc- 
cupying the  upper  floors  for  themselves  and  juries. 

For  an  appropriation  of  two  thousand  five  hundred  dol- 
lars per  annum  to  this  department,  an  entire  house  could 
be  obtained  in  the  vicinity  of  the  courts,  where  each  road 
jury  would  have  a  separate  room,  and  my  assistants  could 
abandon  their  private  offices,  and  devote  their  whole  time 
to  the  Law  Department,  as  I  myself  feel  it  my  duty 
to  do. 

I  have  delayed  inviting  the  attention  of  Councils  to  this 
subject  because  of  the  demands  made  by  other  departments  ; 
but  in  view  of  the  fact  that  this  building  can  be  made  to 
suit  some  other  municipal  purpose,  if  desired,  or  could  be 
easily  converted  into  two  court  rooms,  now  needed,  I  ask 
that  the  subject  may  be  considered.

Gentlemen: — The  Joint  Special  Committee  appointed 
to  invcsUsiate  the  alleged  improperly  awarding  of  con- 
tracts for  street  cleaning  and  collecting  of  garbage,  by  the 
Board  of  Health,  and  to  whom  were  referred  resolution  of 
instruction  to  report  a  bill  to  reorganize  the  Department  of 
the  Board  of  Health,  and  an  Ordinance  to  organize  and 
establish  a  Department  of  Street  Cleaning,  respectfully  re- 
port that  they  held  several  meetings,  and  examined  under 
oath  some  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Health,  officers 
of  the  Board,  contractors  and  others,  and  at  every  stage  of 
the  examination,  the  Committee  encountered  difficulties, 
such  as  important  witnesses  absenting  themselves,  with  no 
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power  to  compel  their  attenriance,  by  combination  among 
some  of  the  contractors  to  refuse  to  be  sworn,  and  by  the 
strong  opposition  of  the  Board  of  Health  (with  one  hon- 
orable exception)  to  the  investigation.  The  answers  of  the 
witnesses  to  the  questions  were  evasive  and  unsatisfactory, 
especially  those  members  of  the  Board  of-  Health  who 
were  examined,  they  being  unwillinu  witnesses,  having  in 
the  first  place  refused  to  attend  before  the  Committee  until 
directed  to  do  so  by  the  instruction  of  private  counsel. 
Instead  of  answering  directly  the  questions,  the  members 
of  the  Board  who  were  examined,  sought  to  evade  by 
going  into  explanations,  and  justifying  themselves  by  com- 
paring the  cost  of  cleaning  this  City  with  the  extravagant 
City  of  New  York,  whose  debt  during  the  last  year  was 
increased  over  twenty  millions  of  dollars.  One  of  the 
Board  testified,  that  one  of  the  Street  Cleaning  Committee 
informed  him  that  the  bids  were  taken  to  the  private  par- 
lor of  the  Street  Cleaning  Committee,  and  not  reported 
upon  for  some  ten  days  ;  after  the  bids  were  opened,  one 
of  the  bidders  was  lower  than  the  successful  bidders  in 
three  or  lour  of  the  districts,  and  higher  than  a  number  of 
the  bidders  in  the  district  he  obtained,  and  he  lost  the 
other  districts  in  which  his  bids  Avere  low.  In  one  of  the 
districts,  the  contracts  were  awarded  to  the  brother-in  law 
of  one  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Health,  although 
he  had  never  had  any  experience  in  cleaning  the  streets, 
except  as  an  inspector,  which  office  he  now  holds  in  the 
Board,  and  the  district  he  inspected  was  reported  as  badiy 
cleaned,  yet  the  Board  saw  fit  to  give  to  that  defaulting 
contractor  a  district  for  the  next  three  years.  Another 
successful  bidder  was  the  son-in-law  of  a  member'  of  the 
Board,  and  although  he  had  no  experience  in  cleaning  the 
streets,  being  a  real  estate  man,  yet  he  was  given  the 
district  at  about  $10,000  above  the  lowest  bidder.  The 
excess  over  this  year,  and  for  two  years  thereafter,  will  be 
about  $100,000,  notwithstanding  the  streets  this  year  have 
been  satsfactorily  cleaned,  and  also  in  view  of  a  great  re- 
duction in  the  price  of  labor  in  the  future.  The  report  of 
the  Street  Cleaning  Committee  was  adopted  by  the  Board 
without  any  alteration,  and  although  one  of  the  members 
moved  to  strike  out  and  insert  lower  bidders,  the  motion  was 
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reluctantly  seconded  by  the  President,  after  some  time  had 
expired,  and  then  only  as  an  act  of  courtesy,  althoa<yh  there 
was  present  one  of  the  Board,  who  testified  before  this  Com- 
mittee that  he  was  alw^^ys  in  favor  of  awarding  contracts  to 
the  lowest  bidders.  The  awards  were  so  inconsistent,  that 
someofthesuccessful  bidders  have  since  expressed  much  sur- 
prise at  getting  one  of  the  districts  and  losing  other  districts. 
Tiie  Board  claimed  the  right  to  give  only  two  districts  to 
any  one  contractor,  although  they  might  be  the  most  ex- 
perienced, and  could  give  ample  security;  and  such  a 
course  your  Committee  believes  is  prejudicial  to  the  inter- 
ests of  the  City.  Tiiat  in  the  examination  of  the  members 
of  the  Board,  the  evidence  showed  that  no  defined  rule 
governed  the  awarding  of  the  contracts.  That  experience 
of  years  at  the  business,  with  all  the  appliances  and  facili- 
ties, as  well  as  ample  guarantees  of  well  known  responsi- 
ble sureties,  were  disregarded  for  personal  preferences. 
That  in  some  districts  contracts  were  awarded  to  persons 
at  extravagantly  high  figures,  and  the  bids  of  the  same 
parties  were  rejected  where  reasonably  low,  and  the  con- 
tracts awarded  to  those  whose  bids  were  excessively  higher. 
In  the  one  case,  recognizing  competency  and  experience  in 
the  selection,  in  the  other,  manifesting  a  reckless  disregard 
of  such  claims.  Again,  the  evidence  shows  that  many 
proposals  were  submitted  from  those  who  have  f(jr  years 
made  the  business  of  street  cleaning  a  specialty,  possessing 
all  the  utensils,  materials  and  facilities  ;  and  whilst  such 
were  rejected,  the  contracts  have  been  awarded  to  persons 
having  no  experience,  or  facilities  of  any  character  to  per- 
form the  work.  Many  proposals  which  were  rejected, 
were  much  below  the  amounts  for  which  the  contracts 
were  awarded,  notwithstanding  the  parties  were  well 
known  to  be  experienced  in  the  character  of  the  work  to 
be  performed,  and  who  were  prepared  to  furnish  the  best 
class  of  security  to  more  than  the  full  amount  of  the  con- 
tract, for  the  satislactory  requirements  of  the  contract. 
It  will  be  seen  below,  notwitlistanding  the  admission  is 
made  that  the  contractors  have  in  the  past  done  the  work 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board,  yet  an  extraordinary  and 
unwarranted  increase  of  expense  has  been  imposed  upon 
the  City,  regardless  of  the  remonstrances  of  Councils.

Your  Committee  are  therefore  fully  convinced,  that  the 
great  disparity  in  the  rates  allowed  under  the  present 
contracts,  and  the  rates  allowed  for  the  new  contracts,  has 
resulted  from  a  want  of  proper  experience  or  judgment, 
with  no  greater  guarantee  of  more  satisfactory  results  in 
the-  future.  If  the  department  can,  as  now  constituted, 
award  contracts  and  impose  liabilities  upon  the  City  with- 
out restriction  and  increase — in  one  branch  of  the  LJealth 
Department  alone,  the  expenses  being  nearly  one  hundred 
per  cent,  per  annum,  or  from  five  hundred  and  ninety-eight 
thousand  to  nine  hundred  and  seventy-seven  thousand  dol- 
lars in  three  years,  a  corresponding  increase,  and  that  too 
without  any  evidence  or  explanation  of  extraordinary 
necessities,  or  contingent  even  on  the  condition  of  times  or 
circumstances — may  with  the  same  propriety  be  incurred, 
and  no  remedy  be  interposed  until  it  is  too  late  to  protect 
the  treasury  and  public  from  the  dangerous  results  which 
must  inevitably  follow  such  unrestricted  authority.  We 
think  that  the  time  has  arrived  for  retrenchment  and 
economy,  and  that  so  long  as  Councils  are  responsible  for 
the  manner  of  levying  of  taxes,  and  collecting  the  revenue, 
they  should  as  far  as  possible  control  and  be  responsible 
for  the  disbursements  of  the  same.  And  that  no  depart- 
ment of  the  City,  dependent  in  its  operations  on  the  City 
revenue,  should  in  its  organization  and  operations  be  inde- 
pendent of  and  antagonistic  to  the  will  of  the  municipal 
legislative  authority.  We  would,  therefore,  recommend 
the   reorganization  of  the  Department  of  Health,  and  the 
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creation  of  a  Department  of  Street  Cleansing,  delegated 
with  all  the  powers,  duties  and  authority,  as  set  forth  and 
provided  in  Ordinances  herewitli  submitted.  The  Com- 
mittee regret  to  say,  that  although  two  resolutions  have 
passed  Councils,  directing  the  City  Solicitor  to  restrain  by 
law  the  Board  of  Health  from  entering  into  the  contracts; 
yet,  the  Solicitor  has  as  fur  as  the  Committee  is  aware, 
taken  no  steps  in  court  in  pursuance  of  said  instruction, 
and  in  conclusion,  would  recommend  the  passage  of  the 
Ordinances  herewith  submitted.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  establish  a  Street  Cleaning  Department. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain^  That  on  and  after  the  first  day  of 
January,  1875,  there  shall  be  established  a  Department  of 
Street  Cleansing.  The  chief  executive  officer  thereof  shall 
be  called  the  Chief  Superintendent  of  Street  Cleansing. 
The  said  department  shall  be  charged  with  the  duty  of 
keeping  the  public  streets,  lanes,  alleys,  bridges,  and  mar- 
ket houses  of  the  City  in  a  cleanly  condition,  by  the  re- 
moval therefrom  of  all  street  dirt,  manure,  offal,  garbage, 
and  dead  animals,  with  collecting  and  carrying  away  the 
coal  ashes,  according  to  rules  and  regulations  adopted  by 
the  superintendent,  and  cleaning  the  inlets  to  sewers,  and 
removing  snow  and  ice  from  the  crossings  and  gutters  of 
highways,  and  with  such  other  duties  as  may  be  requisite 
for  the  general  cleanliness  of  the  City.  The  Chief  Superin- 
tendent shall  make  to  Councils  a  monthly  statement  of  the 
operations  of  the  department,  and  communicate  sueb  infor- 
mation as  the  Mayor,  Councils,  or  Committee  of  Councils 
on  Street  Cleansing,  may  at  any  time  require. 

Sect.  2.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  shall  elect  in 
Joint  Convention  on  the  first  meeting  in  January  next, 
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after  the  passage  thereof,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  practi- 
cable, and  annually  thereafter,  or  whenever  a  vacancy  may 
occur,  for  the  balance  of  the  unexpired  term  of  one  year, 
from  the  first  Monday  of  January,  1875,  a  Chief  Superin- 
tendent of  Street  Cleansing,  whose  salary  shall  be  three 
thousand  dollars  per  annum  and  before  entering  upon  said 
office  he  shall  give  bond  to  the  City  with  two  or  more 
sureties,  to  be  approved  by  Councils,  in  the  sum  of  ten 
thousand  dollars,  conditioned  for  the  proper  and  faithful 
performance  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  and  he  shall  also 
take  and  subscribe  before  the  Mayor  an  oath  or  affirma- 
tion to  faithfully  perform  the  duties  of  said  office  to  the 
best  of  his  abilities. 

Sect.  8.  The  Cliief  Superintendent  shall  appoint,  subject 
to  the  approval  of  Select  Council,  eight  competent  persons 
to  act  as  inspectors,  whose  salary  shall  be  eight  hundred  dol- 
lars per  annum,  payable  monthly. 

Sect.  4.  The  Chief  Superintendent  shall  by  and  with 
the  consent  of  Select  Council,  appoint  a  clerk,  at  a  salary  of 
twelve  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  payable  monthly.  The 
Chief  Superintendent  shall  also  employ  a  messenger  for 
the  department,  whose  salary  shall  be  eight  hundred  dol- 
lars per  annum,  payable  monthly. 

Sect.  5.  ^J'he  Chief  Superintendent,  whenever  any  con- 
tractor of  any  district  for  the  cleansing  of  the  highways,  or 
the  gathering  of  garbage,  fails  to  comply  with  the  condi- 
tions and  requirements  of  contract  with  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia, the  Chiet  Superintendent  shall,  with  the  concur- 
rence of  the  Committee  on  Street  Cleansing  employ, — and 
charge  the  expense  of  the  same  to  the  delinquent  contrac- 
tor, or  annul  such  contract  in  accordance  with  its  provis- 
ions-such labor,  horses  and  carts,  and  provide  such  force, 
implements,  and  means  lor  the  efficient  operations  of  the 
department  as  may  be  deemed  necessary. 

Sect.  6.  It  shall  lie  the  duty  of  the  Chief  Supeiintendent, 
with  the  ap|)roval  of  the  Committee,  to  make  and  establish 
such  rules  and  regulations  governing  the  operations  of  the 
department,  and  give  public  announcement  of  the  same, 
when  requisite  for  public  information. 

Sect.  7.  The  Chief  Superintendent  shall  make  monthly 
announcement  in  the  public  papers  the  days  for  gathering 
garbage  in  the  various  districts.     He  shall  also   require 
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that  all  vehicles  used  for  gatlierinn;  garbage  and  oflal,  and 
all  vessels  used  for  the  reception  or  deposit  of  the  same, 
shall  be  water  tight,  and  of  convenient  size.  All  carts  used 
for  the  removal  of  coal  ashes  shall  be  of  proper  construc- 
tion, and  provided  with  canvas  or  other  suitable  cover. 
All  carts  or  vehicles  used  for  the  removal  of  garbage  or 
ashes  shall  pass  at  proper  and  reasonable  hours  through 
all  streets,  lanes  and  alleys,  and  remove  all  garbage  and 
oftal,  or  coal  ashes,  placed  in  convenient  locality,  and  in 
suitable  vessels  or  receptacles  for  such  purpose,  as  may  be 
required  by  the  regulations  of  the  department. 

Sect.  8.  If  any  driver  of  a  cart,  employed  for  the  re- 
moval of  garbage  or  ashes,  placed  on  the  street,  or  as  herein 
provided,  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  take  or  carry  away  the 
same,  or  shall  demand  or  receive  a  consideration  for  so 
doing,  or  shall  violate  the  provision  for  the  class  of  vehi- 
cles for  the  removal  of  garbage  and  coal  ashes,  shall,  upon 
due  proof  thereof,  be  punisliable  by  a  penalty  of  one  dollar 
for  each  and  every  such  offence,  to  be  imposed  by  the  Chief 
Superintendent,  and  to  be  deducted  by  him  to  the  use  of 
the  City  from  any  money  payable  to  the  said  driver,  or 
owner  of  the  vehicle,  for  such  services  under  the  depart- 
ment. 

Sect,  9.  Warrants  for  the  payment  of  money  appro- 
priated for  any  of  the  purposes  of  the  department,  sliall 
be  drawn  by  the  Chief  Superintendent  of  Street  Cleaning, 
in  accordance  with  the  existing  Ordinances  of  Councils. 

Sect.  10.  All  contracts,  books,  papers  and  accounts,  now 
in  the  Department  of  Health,  referring  or  relating  to  the 
matter  or  subject  of  street  cleaning,  and  gathering  of  ashes 
and  garbage,  and  all  the  powers,  duties,  rights  and  au- 
thorities, as  to  the  matters  contained  in  this  Ordinance, 
heretofore  conferred  on  the  Department  of  Health,  be  and 
the  same  shall  be  transferred  to  the  Department  of  Street 
Cleaning,  upon  the  organization  of  the  same,  as  herein 
provided. 
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AN  ORDINANCE 

To  reorganize  the  Department  of  Board  of  Health. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councds  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  on  the  first  regular  meet- 
ing succeeding  the  passage  of  this  Ordinance,  or  as  soon 
as  practicable,  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  shall,  in 
Joint  Convention,  elect  nine  citizens,  one-third  for  a  period 
of  one  year,  one-third  for  two  years,  one-third  for  three 
years,  who,  with  the  Health  Officer  who  shall  be  ex-officio 
a  member,  but  not  entitled  to  vote,  the  presidents  of  Select 
and  Common  Councils,  and  the  Mayor,  shall,  when  organ- 
ized, constitute  the  Board  of  Health  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia :  Provided,  That  three  citizens  of  the  nine  to  be 
elected,  shall  be  of  the  minority  party,  nominated  by  the 
minority  members  of  Select  and  Common  Councils  for  elec- 
tion. The  term  of  office  of  such  citizens  as  above  elected 
shall  commence  on  the  first  Monday  in  January  next,  and 
shall  continue  in  office  until  their  successors  are  elected, 
and  annually  thereafter  ;  all  elections  shall  be  for  a  term  of 
three  years.  That  prior  to  the  organization  of  said  Board, 
the  persons  elected  by  Councils  shall  draw  by  lot  the  term 
for  which  they  shall  servo  as  members  of  said  Board,  and 
transmit  the  result  of  such  action  to  the  Mayor  of  the  City. 

Sect.  2.  That  after  the  passage  of  this  bill,  and  annually 
thereafter,  on  the  first  Monday  of  January,  A.  J).  1875, 
the  members  so  elected  shall  meet  at  ten  o'clock  in  the 
morning,  and  organize  by  the  election  of  a  president  and 
secretary  for  said  Board,  who  shall  serve  for  one  year,  and 
after  such  organization  said  Board  shall  assume  all  the 
powers,  duties,  rights,  liberties,  authorities  and  immunities 
of  the  present  Board  of  Health,  not  executive,  and  not 
otherwise  provided  for  by  this  Ordinance.  The  said  mem- 
bers shall  each  take  and  subscribe  to  the  usual  oath  before 
entering  upon  the  duties  oi'  their  office. 

Sect.  3.  That  in  case  a  vacancy  occur  in  said  Board  of 
Health,  from  death,  resignation  or  otherwise,  Councils  shall, 
within  one  month  after  notice  of  such  vacancy  is  officially 
communicated  to  the  Ma-yor,  fill  the  same  for  the  unex- 
pired term  of  such  member. 
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Sect.  4.  The  Health  Officer  shall  be  the  chief  executive 
officer  of  the  department,  and  shall  appoint  bj  and  with 
the  consent  of  Select  Councils,  all  clerks,  inspectors,  vaccine 
physicians,  and  all  other  employees  of  the  department,  and 
shall  draw  all  warrants  out  of  any  appropriation  to  the 
department  :  Provided^  That  all  such  warrants  shall  only 
be  for  bills  and  pay  rolls,  first  appointed  by  the  Board  of 
Health,  and  the  Committee  on  Health  of  Councils. 

Sect.  5.  The  officers,  employees,  &c.,  shall  be  as  follows,, 
and  such  others  may  hereafter  be  created  by  Councils 
and  their  salary  shall  not  exceed  the  amount  now  paid  to 
such  officers,  employees,  &c. 

One  chief  clerk  and  three  assistant  clerks. 

One  registration  clerk  and  four  assistant  clerks. 

Three  messengers. 

Six  nuisance  inspectors. 

Sixteen  vaccine  physicians. 

One  physician  in  charge  of  the  Municipal  Hospital. 

One  steward  and  one  stewardess  of  the  same. 

One  steward  at  the  Lazaretto. 

And  such  other  employees  as  are  now  required  at  the 
Municipal  Hospital  and  Lazaretto,  and  on  board  of  the 
steam  tug  of  the  department. 

Also  two  measurers,  for  all  work  done  requiring  measure- 
ment. 

Sect.  6.  A  new  Joint  Committee  of  Councils  on  Health 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  Presidents  of  the  respective 
Chambers  of  Councils,  which  Committee  shall  be  of  the 
same  number  as  is  provided  by  Ordinance,  and  shall  meet 
weekly,  and  perform  all  the  duties  incumbent  on  similar 
Committees  of  Councils. 

Sect.  7.  All  Ordinances  or  parts  of  Ordinances  in  con- 
flict with  this  Ordinance,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby 
repealed.

Gentlemen  : — The  Association  of  Fire  Underwriters  of 
Pliiladelphia,  have  observed  with  very  great  satisfaction, 
that  your  Committee  on  Police  and  Fire-Alarm  Telegraph 
have  recommended  to  your  honorable  bodies  the  substi- 
tution of  an  improved  system  of  fire-alarm  telegraph,  for 
the  very  unsatisfactory  one  in  use  for  the  last  twenty 
years.  The  fact  is  universally  conceded,  that  our  city  can 
be  made  more  secure  from  ravages  by  fire  by  an  increased 
number  of  boxes  and  a  more  certain  mode  of  sending 
alarms,  to  supplement  a  water  supply,  limited  by  reason 
of  water  mains  of  insufficient  capacity.  Chicago  and 
I^oston  are  indisputable  evidences  that  prompt  service  on 
the  part  of  the  fire  department  is  absolutely  necessary  to 
prevent  large  confiagrations — ^and  whilst  we  fully  endorse 
the  general  opinion  of  the  great  efficiency  of  our  altogether 
too  small  fire  department,  we  desire  to  impress  upon  you 
the  vital  importance  of  aiding  their  efforts,  by  tbe  adop- 
tion of  the  report  of  your  Committee,

To  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  : 

Gentlemen: — My  attention  lias  just  been  called  to  a  re- 
port of  a  Commitlee  appointed  by  your  bodies  to  investi- 
gate the  award  of  contracts  for  street  cleaning  by  the  Board 
of  Health,  the  concluding  paragraph  of  which  is  in  thetc 
words. 

"The  Committee  regret  to  say,  that  although  two  reso- 
lutions have  passed  Councils,  directing  the  City  Solicitor 
to  restrain  by  law  the  Board  of  Health  from  entering  into 
the  contracts,  yet  the  Solicitor  has,  as  far  as  the  Commit- 
tee is  aware,  taken  no  steps  in  court  in  pursuance  of  said 
instructions." 

This  seems  to  me  to  be  an  unjust  reflection  upon  me, 
and  really  to  involve  a  suppression  of  material  facts.  The 
resolutions  of  your  bodies  referred  to  were  received,  and 
replied  to  in  my  letter  to  you  of  the  3d  inst.,  in  which  I 
stated,  that  the  failure  to  award  to  the  lowest  bidder  was 
not  a  sufficient  ground  upon  which  to  base  an  application 
for  an  injniiction,  and  if  any  allegation  of  corruption  on 
the  part  of  members  of  the  Board  was  charged,  I  must 
have  proof  of  the  same  to  present  to  the  court.  I  also 
stated,  that  I  had  applied  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Investi- 
gation Committee  (or  information  on  which  I  could  act,  but 
that  I  had  not  received  it,  and  I  enclosed  you  copies  of  my 
correspondence  with  him. 

I  subsequently  received  an  invitation  to  be  present  at 
the  meetings  of  the  Committee,  which  I  accepted,  and  was 
there  represented  by  my  first  assistant,  Robert  N.  Willson, 
Esq.  At  one  of  these  meetings  it  was  resolved  that  the 
entire  evidence  taken  by  the  Committee  should  be  sub- 
mitted to  me  for  my  exatui nation,  but  up  to  this  hour  that 
resolution  has  not  been  carried  out,  nor  has  there  at  any 
time  been  suggested  to  me  a  violation  of  law  or  an  allega- 
tion of  fact  upon  which  I  could  base  an  application  for  an 
injunction  under  the  decisions  of  the  court. 

I  may  also  add,  that  I  have  found  nothing  in  the  news- 
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paper  reports  of  the  testimony  which  has  been  taken  by 
the  Committee  above  referred  to,  or  in  what  has  otherwise 
been  reported  to  me  as  testifieci  before  the  Committee,  which 
would  afford  any  substantial  ground  for  an  application  to 
the  courts,  such  as  I  have  been  instructed  to  make.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  your  note  of  the  14th  inst.,  asking 
whether  the  new  constitution  abolishes  the  offices  of  Coal 
Inspectors  in  this  City. 

The  offices  referred  to  were  created  by  Act  of  the  Legis- 
lature, approved  May  27th,  1871,  entitled  "An  Act  to 
regulate  the  weight  of  anthracite  coal,  delivered  by  retail 
coal  dealers  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,"  the  preamble  of 
which  is  as  Ibllovvs  : 

"  Wltereas^  It  has  become  absolutely  necessary  for  the 
better  protection  of  the  citizens  at  large,  as  well  as  for  the 
honestly  disposed  dealers,  that  some  measures  be  taken  to 
])revent  fraud,  and  to  secure  fair  and  honest  competition 
in  the  retail  coal  trade  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia ;  therefor." 

Section  1  regulates  the  standard  weight  for  anthra- 
cite coal. 

Sect.  2  divides  -the  City  of  Philadelphia  into  three  dis- 
tricts. J 

Sect.  3  provides  for  three  inspectors  to  be  selected  by 
the  Governor,  Councils  and  the  Mayor,  respectively. 

Sect.  4  is  in  these  words,  "It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
inspectors  to  examine,  as  soon  as  practicable,  and  previous 
to  the  first  day  of  November,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  seventy-one,  every  cart,  wagon  or  other  vehicle  used 
for  the  delivery  of  anthracite  coal  in  their  respective  dis- 
tricts, and  to  ascertain,  by  measurement  or  otherwise,  the 
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capacity  of  said  vehicles;  and  if  the  cart,  wagon  or  other 
vehicle  will  contain  two  thousand  two  hundred  and  forty 
gounds,  or  fractional  fourth  thereof,  avoirdupois  weight,  of 
hard  white  ash  Schuylkill  coal,  the  said  inspector  shall  put 
in  a  conspicuous  place  on  said  vehicle,  his  stamp  or  brand, 
made  for  such  purpose,  and  denoting  the  capacity  of  said 
vehicle." 

Sect.  8  provides  that  the  salaries  of  the  inspectors  shall 
be  paid  out  of  the  City  Treasury. 

Other  sections  impose  penalties  for  a  violation  of  the 
law. 

The  clause  of  the  constitution  to  which  you  refer,  is,  I 
presume  section,  27  of  Article  III.,  in  these  words,  "  N^o 
State  office  shall  be  continued  or  created  for  the  inspection 
or  measuring  of  any  merchandise,  manufacture  or  com- 
modity, but  any  municipality  may  appoint  such  officers 
when  authorized  by  law.^' 

There  is  no  prohibition  against  the  "  continuance  "  of 
municipal  officers  of  this  character;  on  the  contrary,  the 
section  expressly  authorizes  their  appointment  when  au- 
thorized by  law. 

I  am  of  opinion,  therefore,  that  Councils  and  the  Mayor, 
have  authority  to  appoint  the  persons  designated  in  the 
act  of  Assembly  before  referred  to,  their  appointment  be- 
ing clearly  "authorized  by  law,"  and  they  being  "muni- 
cipal "  officers.

Gentlemen  : — The  Special  Committee  on  Street  Clean- 
ing and  Garbage  awards,  respectfully  report  that  they 
have  considered  the  report  and  reply  of  Board  of  Health 
to  this  Committee,  and  in  the  recent  reply  of  the  Boar-d 
of  Health  to  the  report  of  your  Committee  on  Investiga- 
tion, as  to  the  improper  avs^ards  of  contracts,  no  attempt 
is  made  to  controvert  the  important  conclusions  and  alle- 
gations, fortified  as  they  were  by  the  evidence  under  oath 
presented  to  the  Committee.  But  the  premises  and  com- 
parisons contained  in  said  report,  might,  if  permitted  to 
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pass  unnoticed  be  deemed  as  an  unanswerable  jnstili- 
cation  of  the  action  of  the  board. 

The  Board  allege  that  no  "  opposition  was  ofiered  by 
them  to  the  Investigation  Committee,"  &c.  In  answer, 
your  Committee  would  refer  to  the  communication  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Board,  dated  Deccnd>er  1st,  1874.  And 
to  the  otljer  points  of  explanation,  from  No.  1  to  ISTo.  6, 
inclusive,  would  refer  to  the  correspondence  and  evidence 
heretofore  published.  In  the  reply  no  important  contra- 
dictions are  made,  but  as  an  a[iology  for  the  unprece- 
dented action,  a  statement  is  presented  which  has  received 
the  consideration  of  your  Committee,  and  a  counter- 
statement  is  herewith  presented,  fully  giving  the  details 
of  the  o[)erations  as  well  as  a  comparison  of  costs,  and  the 
results  in  different  cities  herein-mentioned,  to  which  your 
attention  is  most  respectfully  invited. 

The  streets  of  the  City  of  Paris,  are,  without  exception, 
the  cleanest  of  any  city  in  the  world.  The  duties  of  the 
Department  of  Street  Cleaning  are  performed  with  all  the 
regularity  of  clock  work.  Every  street  is  swept  partly 
by  machinery  and  partly  by  hand  every  twenty-four 
hours ;  more  than  forty  machines  alone  are  used  for  that 
class  of  work,  independent  of  the  hand  w^ork.  The  work 
is  done  mostly  between  midnight  and  eight  o'clock  A. 
M.,  during  which  time  the  fountains  are  opened  and  the 
gutters  are  tilled  for  an  hour  or  two  with  pure  water,  a 
measure  often  repeated  during  the  day,  according  to  the 
requirements  of  the  season.  Therefore,  with  a  proper  sys- 
tem and  proper  superintendence,  the  work  is  properly 
done.  From  January  to  Januarj^,  the  work  is  done  with 
a  regularity  and  precision.  It  is  not  regarded  as  an  ex- 
traordinary efficiency,  and  any  dereliction  or  inefficiency 
would  be  a  matter  of  surprise. 

The  cost  to  the  City  for  this  excellent  degree  of  cleanli- 
ness, after  deducting  $120,000  received  trom  the  con- 
tractor, is  $170,000  per  annum.  These  sweepings,  for 
which  the  contractor  pays  the  City  $120,000,  net  him  a 
clear  prolit  of  $480,000  per  annum. 

It  n)ay  be  asserted  that  the  wages  in  Paris  are  far 
below  those  in  the  United  States,  and  whilst  the  price 
paid  for  labor  is  but  about  one-half  the  price  paid  for 
similar  work  here,  yet  the  contractor  here  receives  from 
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six  to  ten  times  more  for  the  material  than  is  realized  in 
Paris. 

All  the  streets  of  New  York  are  swept  once  per  week, 
and  at  least  one-half  twice  in  that  time,  and  abont  700,000 
square  yards  daily,  or  a  total  of  8,502,400  square  yards 
once  per  week,  or  1,417,067  square  yards  daily.  In  addi- 
tion to  this,  the  ashes  and  garbage  are  collected  daily, 
which  really  makes  the  grade  of  service  perf(^rmed  equal 
to  sweeping  all  the  streets  twice  per  week.  The  average 
net  cost  of  all  this  work,  which  is  under  the  control  of 
the  Police  Department,  as  per  last  report,  including 
salaries  of  clerks,  inspectors,  and  other  incidental  expenses, 
is  $850,000  per  annum.  Although  the  streets  are  not 
positively  clean,  nor  satisfactory  to  the  citizens,  yet  the 
streets  will  compare  favorably  with  those  of  any  part  of 
this  Citj'. 

This  unsatisfactory  condition  is  only  an  evidence  that 
a  still  more  frequent  cleansing  must  be  had  to  attain  the 
necessary  standard  of  cleanliness  to  be  conducive  to 
health  and  comfort. 

The  streets  of  Philadelphia,  we  will  assume  on  an  aver- 
age, are  swept  once  per  month,  and  we  claim  this  is  an 
exceedingly  liberal  margin,  for  much  of  it  has  not  been 
swept  once  per  year,  and  positively  no  sweeping  what- 
ever is  done  for  at  least  three  months  in  the  year ;  and 
when  we  say  "  sweeping,"  although  it  is  called  such,  it 
must  not  be  inferred  that  it  is  the  thorough  sweeping,  such 
as  Paris,  Boston,  New  York  and  Washington  receives.  It 
is  nothing  more  than  a  collection  of  the  accumulated 
heaps  of  tilth  at  the  intersections  of  streets  and  alleys, 
or  at  the  best,  a  top  surface  dusting ;  this  seeming  to  be 
the  acknowledged  definition  of  "  street  cleaning  "  in  this 
City. 

That  this  inadequate  method  of  sweeping  is  exceed- 
ingly detrimental  to  health  and  life,  has  been  time  and 
again  clearly  demonstrated  by  phj'sicians  of  eminence. 
Of  the  large  mortality  in  cities,  a  large  percentage  are 
the  result  of  fever  or  of  disease  induced  by  similar  causes, 
and  this  may  be  traced  to  one  of  three  causes  :  imperfect 
drainage,  imperfect  sewerage,  or  imperfect  cleanliness  of 
the  surface.  Drainage,  sewerage  and  pavement  being  ade- 
quate, almost  all  miasmatic  fevers  and  diseases,  together 
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with  the  mixed  fevers,  are  clue  to  the  imperfect  scaven- 
geriiig,  tlie  perfection  of  which  is  the  surface  condition 
of  health  in  the  sanitary  reguhxtions  of  cities.  Therefore, 
frequent,  tliorough  scavengering  liecomes  a  necessity  to 
public  health.  It  should  be  frequent,  as  it  is  often  more 
dangerous  to  remove  large  bodies  of  accumulated  filth 
than  in  leaving  it  alone. 

It  cannot  be  truthfully  asserted  that  all  the  streets  of 
Philadelphia  are  swept  more  frequent  than  hereiri  stated. 
It  is  true,  the  conditions  of  the  contract  are  and  have 
been  to  clean  the  streets  once  a  week,  but  the  experience 
of  the  past,  with  all  its  assurances  and  guarantees,  is  a 
proper  criterion  for  estimates  in  the  future,  and  it  can  be 
asserted  with  safety,  that  there  is  not  a  householder  in 
the  City  that  would  make  an  affidavit  of  any  street  hav- 
ing been  cleaned  regularly  once  a  week  during  the  past 
year.  On  the  contrary,  abundance  of  evidence  in  almost 
every  street  in  the  City  can  be  had,  that  there  has  been 
no  weekly  or  no  monthly  cleaning,  and  that  in  many  in- 
stances, the  streets  have  not  been  cleaned  once  in  three 
months — some  not  once  in  a  year,  and  some  never.  This 
we  assert  with  safety,  and  if  the  reports  have  been  cor- 
rectly made  to  the  Department  of  Health,  our  assertion 
can  be  easily  substantiated,  and  assume,  therefore,  that 
our  allowance  that  all  the  streets  are  swept  on  the  aver- 
age of  once  per  month,  is  a  very  liberal  estimate. 

Assuming,  therefore,  that  all  the  streets  are  to  be  swept 
once  per  month,  we  have  in  that  time,  6,336,000  square 
yards  of  street  surface  swept,  or  1,584,000  square  yards 
per  week,  or  264,000  square  yards  per  day ;  the  ashes  are 
collected  once  a  week,  and  the  garbage  according  to  the 
season.  For  this  work  the  City  of  Philadelphia  is  now 
under  contract  (exclusive  of  salaries)  to  pay  $327,000  per 
annum,  nearly  $1,047,  for  each  working  day  in  the 
year.  Since  the  reply  of  the  Board  makes  comparison  of 
difl'erent  cities  in  the  cost  of  this  work,  it  may  be  interest- 
ing to  compare  the  three  cities  of  Paris,  New  York  and 
Philadelphia. 

Paris,  with  a  population  of  over  2,000,000,  with  578 
miles,  or  8,138,240  square  yards  of  paved  street  surface, 
and  containing  over  162,000   buildings,  conceded  to  be 
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the  cleanest  city  in  the  world,  receives  365  sweepings  per 
year,  at  a  total  net  cost  per  year

This  statement  of  the  amount  of  work  performed  in 
our  City  is  as  near  correct  as  it  is  possible.  No  valid  ex- 
cuse has  or  can  be  offered  in  extenuation  of  so  gross  and 
wilful  a  waste  of  the  peoples  money.  We  find  by  this  cal- 
culation it  is  to  cost  the  City  of  Philadelphia  at  least 
127,250.  This  is  nearly  $20,000  more  than  a  single 
sweeping  of  the  entire  surface  costs  the  City  of  New 
York,  and  $26,784  more  than  it  costs  the  City  of 
Paris.  J  t  this  rate,  if  our  streets  were  swept  even  once  a 
week,  it  would  make  the  annual  expense  at  this  rate  of 
cost  as  estimated  at  $1,417. 

On  the  other  hand,  if  Paris  were  swept  only  once  per 
week,  at  its  present  rate,  the  annual  cost  to  that  City 
would  be  $24,232.00. 

In  the  communication  of  the  Board  of  Health  to  Coun- 
cils on  the  subject,  an  attempt  is  made  to  make  a  favor- 
a.ble  comparison  of  the  expense  of  this  work  with  that  of 
New  York.  It  is  to  be  hoped  the  calculations  and 
statistics  herein  given,  will  satisfy  the  most  skeptical  of 
the  absurdity  of  any  such  effort. 

The  following  is  given  as  an  explanation  why  the  City 
is  to  pay  such  a  large  increase  price  under  the  new  con- 
tracts over  the  old  ones,  in  the  following  words : 

1st.  It  is  the  intention  to  prohibit  all  persons  from  col- 
lecting garbage  except  those  who  are  acting  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Board.  This  will  rid  the  City  of  many 
disgusting  nuisances,  but  will  increase  the  labors  of  the 
contractors. 

2d.  Increase  of  work.  Garbage  is  to  be  removed  daily, 
from  the  first  of  June  until  the  first  of  November,  and 
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not  less  than  three  times  a  week  in  the  remaining  months 
of  each  year.  It  is  to  be  collected  from  the  dwellings  and 
not  from  the  sidewalks, 

3d.  The  extension  of  the  streets  and  erection  of  new 
bnildliigs  since  1872,  and  the  prospective  increase  for  the 
next  three  years  have  necessitated  the  formation  of  six 
new  street  cleaning  districts. 

4th.  A  number  of  streets  are  required  to  be  cleaned 
twice  a  week  instead  of  once,  and  all  that  portion  of  the 
City  between  the  Delaware  river  and  Third  street,  and 
between  South  and  Vine,  is  to  be  cleaned  at  night. 

5th.  The  street  crossings  are  to  be  kept  free  from  snow 
and  ice. 

As  to  the  first,  it  is  seldom  private  carts  are  seen  in 
the  more  central  part  of  the  City,  engaged  at  the  work 
of  collecting  garbage.  And  no  one  is  likely  to  interfere 
with  those  so  engaged  in  the  suburban  sections  ;  and  what 
nuisances  have  heretofore  existed,  has  been  witli  those 
regularly  employed  by  the  contractors  in  ashes  and  garb- 
age gathering.  There  can  consequently  be  no  increased 
cost  for  this  reason. 

2d.  It  has  always  been  supposed  that  the  garbage  was 
collected  <lai]y,  from  June  1st  to  I^ovember  1st,  and  the 
increased  collections  for  the  remaining  three  months  will 
not  increase  the  cost,  but  tend  to  decrease  it ;  because, 
being  collected  so  frequently,  a  small  quantity  can  at 
any  rate  be  gathered,  and  as  a  convenience,  the  ash  carts 
wnll  be  likely  to  gather  the  larger  part  of  it,  with  very 
trifling,  if  any,  additional  cost,  as  most  of  the  contractors 
are  interested  in  the  street  cleaning,  ashes  and  garbage  in 
each  district. 

8d.  It  being  prospective,  it  has  no  right  to  increase  the 
cost,  and  then  the  suburban  districts  are  not  the  only 
ones  where  the  increased  pay  is  given,  but  in  the  older 
portions  of  the  City,  where  the  streets  are  solidly  pived, 
and  no  important  imjn'overaents  are  in  progress.  There 
is,  theretore,  no  occasion  for  an  increase  from  this  cause. 

4th.  The  streets  designated  to  be  cleansed  twice  a 
week,  are  as  follows :  A  few  streets  in  that  part  of  the 
City  designated  as  the  "  Alaska  District ;"  Chestnut 
street,  from  Broad  to  Delaware  avenue;  Market  street, 
from  the    Delaware  to   the  Schuylkill ;    Delaware   ave- 
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nne,  from  South  to  Vine  street ;  Vine  street,  from 
Delaware  avenue  to  Third  street  ;  Eighth  street,  from 
Chestnut  to  Vine  street;  in  all,  from  six  to  eight  miles 
of  street  surface.  As  to  the  matter  of  cost  of  cleaning 
the  streets  at  night,  it  is  simply  absurd,  for  any  one  who 
understands  this  business  knows  it  is  an  advantage  to 
the  contractor  to  clean  at  night ;  and  in  certain  localities 
more  than  twice  the  surface  can  be  cleaned  at  night  than 
by  day,  and  decidedly  better  done.  So,  it  will  be  seen, 
there  is  little,  if  any,  reason  for  an  increase  on  this  score. 

As  to  the  iifth,  it  is  only  a  repetition  of  what  has  al- 
ways been  supposed  to  have  been  done.  The  old  con- 
tracts, it  was  supposed,  called  for  precisely  the  same 
thing,  and,  of  course,  there  is  no  necessity  for  the  increase 
on  this  account. 

In  addition,  it  will  be  remembered,  the  City  is  annually 
constructing  from  ten  to  fifteen  miles  of  sewers,  with  the 
necessary  inlets,  aftbrding  greater  facilities  for  surface 
cleansing,  by  Hushing  the  surface,  by  rains,  or  by  hand, 
contributing  in  a  greater  or  less  extent  to  lighten  the  cost 
of  labor  in  sweeping. 

The  foregoing  is  respectfully  submitted.

To  Select  and  Common  Councils 

of  the  City  of  Philadelpbia. 

Gentlemen  : — Reading  in  the  public  prints  the  report 
of  your  committee  appointed  to  investigate  the  late  action 
of  this  board  in  the  award. of  contracts  for  street  clean- 
ing, we  beg  leave  most  respectfully  to  make  the  following 
answer  thereto : 

1st.  This  board  did  not  oppose  a  proper  investigation 
of  its  action,  as  stated  by  your  committee,  but  came 
willingly   before  the  committee,  as  &oon  as  it  became 
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evident  that  the  City  Solicitor  did  not  intend  to  apply  to 
tlie  courts  for  an  injunction — for  the  reasons  which  he 
officially  communicated  to  your  lionorable  bodies. 

2d.  When  before  your  committee,  the  answers  of  the 
board  were  not  evasive,  but  directly  to  the  point,  as 
attempting  to  furnish  that  information  which  you  and 
the  public  were  supposed  to  want.  Appended  will  be 
found  the  authoritative  statements  of  the  expense 
attending  similar  work  in  sister  cities,  which  we  main- 
tain is  important  evidence  to  enable  you  to  arrive  at  a 
just  conclusion.  Members  of  your  committee  informed 
us  that  their  object  was  to  ascertain  what,  if  any,  im- 
proper influences  were  exercised ;  that  they  did  not  wish 
any  explanations  from  us.  With  such  expressed  views, 
their  statement  that  there  has  been  a  want  of  proper  ex- 
perience or  judgment  on  the  part  of  the  Board  of  Health, 
seems  unwarranted. 

3d,  Your  committee  say,  that  the  bids  were  not  re- 
ported back  for  ten  days,  which,  we  admit,  not  regarding 
ten  days  as  an  extravagant  amount  of  time  to  classify  and 
aAange  six  hundred  and  sixty-four  separate  bids. 

The  minutes  of  the  board,  submitted  to  your  commit- 
tee, distinctly  show  that  the  bids  were  referred  to  the 
proper  (street  cleaning)  committee,  and  afterwards  acted 
upon  by  the  board,  in  the  regular  and  formal  manner. 

4th.  Each  bid  was  individually  considered  and  referred 
back  to  the  board,  and  awards  of  contracts  were  recom- 
mended at  such  prices  and  to  such  parties  as  gave  the 
best  assurance,  in  the  judgment  of  the  board,  of  a  faith- 
ful and  successful  performance  of  the  work.  To  particu- 
larize each  case  would  necessitate  a  repetition  of  the  ten 
days'  work,  or  a  full  transcript  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
Street  Cleaning  Committee,  who  had  the  matter  in  charge. 
We  will  cite  but  one  instance  which  was  made  the  subject 
of  inquiry  by  your  committee.  One  district  was  cleaned 
by  a  contractor,  whose  honesty  and  fairness  the  Board  of 
Health  has  had  no  reason  to  doubt  ;  yet,  through  an 
error  of  judgment  in  making  his  bid,  the  price  at  which 
he  agreed  to  do  the  work  was  so  low,  that  he  clain;ied  to 
have  suffered  an  actual  loss,  from  the  board  insisting,  as 
it  did,  upon  a  rigid  performance  of  the  contract  ;  and 
the  board  believes  this  claim  to  have  been  true.     When 
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new  proposals  were  invited,  the  same  contractor  bid  for 
another  district,  at  such  an  increased  rate,  as  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  board,  would  enable  him  to  properly  and 
fairly  do  the  work,  and  it  was  deemed  wise  to  secure  the 
services  of  such  a  man,  thinking  that  from  the  experi- 
ence of  the  past,  the  contractor  would  not  again  fall  into 
a  similar  error. 

In  no  case  was  an  exception  made  in  favor  of  any  bid- 
der, but  the  full  legal  requirements  were  strictly  enforced. 

5th.  Your  committee  say  that  the  streets  have  been 
satisfactorily  cleaned  in  the  past.  Such  is  not  the  opinion 
of  the  Board  of  Health,  which  has  found  it  necessary  to 
annul  many  contracts  for  inefficient  performance  of  them, 
such  action  being  rendered  necessary  by  the  bidders  in 
their  anxiety  to  obtain  the  contracts,  having  repeatedly 
offered  to  do  the  work  at  unremunerative  rates.  With 
a  view  of  obviating  such  difficulties  in  the  future,  the 
Board  of  Health  has  deemed  it  best  to  award  new  con- 
tracts, at  such  figures  as  would  give  fair  prices  for  fair 
work.  To  attain  this  end,  it  has  only  had  its  past  ex- 
perience and  best  judgment  for  guides,  and  such  it  iJfes 
honestly  endeavored  to  follow. 

6th.  Your  committee  correctly  say  that  no  alterations 
were  made  in  the  recommendations  of  the  Street  Cleaning 
Committee  by  the  board,  which  is  accounted  for  by  the 
fact  that  eleven  out  of  twelve  memliers  of  the  board 
were  convinced  of  the  propriety  of  the  recommended  bids, 
and  of  the  wisdom  of  avoiding  the  lowest  bidders. 

7th.  Your  committee,  by  neglecting  to  keep  the  bids 
and  awards  for  street  cleaning  separate  from  those  for  the 
collection  of  garbage,  has  fallen  into  an  error  in  their 
figures,  which,  though  tending  to  strengthen  their  re- 
port as  an  indictment  of  the  Board  of  Health,  we  pre- 
sume was  unintentional.     They  say  :

Your  committee  concludes  with  reflections  upon  the 
law,  which  transferred  the  whole  work  of  street  cleaning 
in  the  city  of  Philadelphia  to  the  Board  of  Health,  and 
imposed  upon  Councils  the  duty  of  raising  the  necessary 
funds  to  pay  for  the  work.  With  the  wisdom  of  the 
law,  this  board  has  nothing  to  do.  It  neither  sought 
nor  wished  its  enactment ;  but  it  has  always  held  that 
the  proper  place  to  contest  it,  was  in  the  courts.  Yet, 
the  Board  of  Health,  composed  of  citizens  and  taxpayers, 
cai^iiot  rest  under  the  imputation  of  inditierence  to  mu- 
nicipal expenditures. 

By  appended  figures,  we  show  that  the  growth  of  area 
to  be  cleaned  is  ever  on  the  increase,  and  that  it  cannot 
be  expected  that  there  should  be  increased  work  without 
increased  cost.  The  present  cost  of  administering  the 
work  of  cleaning  the  streets,  is  very  far  below  what  it 
would  cost  to  superintend  the  same  work  in  a  separate 
department. 

With  this  is  submitted  a  full  and  general  statement  of 
the  actions  of  this  board,  in  the  matter  of  street  cleanins: 
contracts,  and  the  reasons  which  influenced  its  decisions. 

Statement. 

An  impression  seems  to  have  been  formed  that  con- 
tracts have  in  many  instances  been  awarded  at  unneces- 
sayily  high  prices,  and  the  foundation  of  this  impression 
is  the  fact  that  the  contracts  have  not  in  all  cases  been 
given  to  the  lowest  bidders.  Upon  the  assumption  that 
the  lowest  bidders  are  thoroughly  reliable,  responsible 
and  competent  to  perform  the  work  according  to  the 
specitications,  and  could  safely  be  entrusted  with  the 
work  without  detriment  to  the  city's  interests,  the  im- 
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pression  would  be  correct.  But  a  careful  examination 
into  the  facts  of  the  case,  has  failed  to  sustain  the  as- 
sumption, and  hence,  in  a  number  of  cases,  the  lowest 
bidders  have  not  been  selected,  and  from  no  other  motive 
than  the  city's  good. 

In  the  wording  of  the  clause,  "  the  lowest  and  best  bid- 
der," the  law  recognizes  the  common  fact  that  the  lowest 
bidder  is  often  an  incomyietent  bidder,  and  the  clear  in- 
tention of  the  law  is  to  confer  discretionary  power  upon 
the  Board  of  Health,  that  in  awarding  contracts  they 
might  ignore  the  lowest  bidders  whenever,  in  their  opin- 
ion, it  would  be  to  the  advantage  of  the  city  so  to  do. 
This  power  the  board  have  exercised  advisedly,  and  after 
due  consideration. 

The  specifications,  based  upon  experience  and  a  knowl- 
edge of  the  wants  of  the  community,  have  been  very 
carefully  prepared,  and  are  very  explicit.  In  addition, 
certain  regulations,  defining  more  minutely  the  duties  of 
contractors,  have  been  adopted,  and  these  become  part  of 
the  contract.  In  criticising  the  awards,  it  is  essential  not 
only  to  study  carefully  these  specifications  and  regu-l-a- 
tions,  but  also  to  have  a  knov/ledge  of  the  districts,  and 
of  the  character  and  amount  of  Avork  to  be  done  in  each. 
It  should  be  remembered  that  a  marked  difference  exists 
between  many  of  the  districts  (though  they  may  be  of 
the  same  size)  in  the  amount  of  work  and  its  regulation, 
and  hence  a  corresponding  difterence  in  the  amount  of 
the  awards.  For  instance,  a  district  in  the  business  por- 
tion of  the  city  where  tlie  trafii<^  is  incessant,  wdiere  the 
streets  receive  a  vast  quantity  of  refuse  matter,  and  where 
a  portion  of  the  work  is  required  to  be  done  at  night, 
will  require  more  labor,  and  entail  more  expense  to  keep 
it  in  order,  than  a  district  filled  with  fine  residences,  in 
which  there  is  little  traflic,  and  where  the  residents  are 
particular  not  to  permit  rubbish  to  be  thrown  into  the 
streets. 

In  regard  to  the  districts  embracing  the  outskirts  of 
the  built  up  portions  of  the  city,  it  should  not  be  forgot- 
ten that  the  contracts  apply  to  all  improvements  that 
shall  be  made  within  the  next  three  years.  Some  of  the 
districts  have  more  than  doubled  during  the  past  three 
years,  and  the  growth  of  the  city  promises  to  be  still 
more  rapid  during  the  coming  three  years.     These  facts 
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have  been  kept  steadily  in  view  in  awarding  the  con- 
tracts for  the  outlying  districts.  The  number  of  build- 
ings erecte'd  during  the  years  1872,1873  and  1874,  or 
since  the  present  contracts  were  awarded,  has  been 
16,018: 

1872 5,756 

1873 5,222 

1874 ....5,040

During  the  same  years  over  fifty  rniles  of  paved  streets 
have  been  added  to  the  city.  This  increase  in  the 
number  of  new  buildings  and  miles  of  paved  streets  has 
taken  place  chiefly  in  the  outer  sections  of  the  city, 
where  the  increased  expenditure  for  street  cleaning,  &c., 
&c.,  for  the  next  three  years  has  been  made. 

The  following  table  furnishes  a  comparison  of  the 
divided  districts,  or  tliose  districts  in  which  the  exten- 
sive building  operations  of  the  city  have  been  almost 
exchisively  carried  on  during  the  past  three  years, 
and  which  in  all  probability  will  be  still  more  actively 
conducted  in  the  coming  three  years,  the  period  embraced 
in  the  new  contracts  : —

From  the  ahove  figures,  it  will  be  plainly  seen  that  the 
princi[>al  increase  in  the  expense  of  street  cleaning,  &c., 
has  been  in  those  districts  of  the  city  where  there  has 
been  a  great  increase  in  the  number  of  new  buildings  and 
of  paved  streets,  and  that  in  the  old  districts  embracing 
the  built  up  portions  of  the  city,  the  increase  has  been  on 
an  average  but  $1,388  per  district,  notwithstanding  in- 
crease of  work  imposed  upon  the  contractors. 

An  approximate  knowledge  of  the  cost  of  the  work  in 
each  district,  has  been  of  advantage  in  avoiding  the  error  of 
awarding  contracts  at  prices  at  which  it  would  be  abso- 
lutely impossible  for  the  work  to  be  done,  and  hence  the 
lowest  bidders  have,  in  many  instances,  been  set  aside. 

It  may  be  said  that  the  lowest  bidder,  if  he  furnishes 
satisfactory  security,  should  have  the  award.  This  ap- 
pears very  plausible,  but  it  is  a  rule  which  cannot  be  ap- 
plied without  many  necessary  conditions.  This  rule  the 
board  adopted  in  regard  to  every  district  when  they  first 
made  the  awards  for  street  cleaning,  in  1869  ;  but  the 
results  were  so  entirely  unsatisfactory  as  to  demand  the 
abandonment  of  the  rule  as  an  invariable  guide.  Security 
alone  will  not  perform  the  work.  There  must  be  proof 
of  the  responsibility,  competency,  and  ability  on  the  part 
of  the  contractor  before  he  should  be  entrusted  with  the 
work,  upon  the  regular  and  faithful  performance  of  which 
so  much  of  the  convenience  and  comfort  of  citizens  de- 
pends. Suppose  that  after  a  careful  scrutiny  of  tlie  con- 
tractor's estimates,  there  is  the  strongest  probability  that 
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the  work  cannot  possibly  be  done  for  the  price  named. 
Would  it  be  wise  and  expedient  to  make  such  an  award  ? 
We  think  not.     What  would  be  the  consequence? 

The  sum  stipulated  being  entirely  inadequate,  the  work 
would  necesi^arily  be  slig-hted,  or  only  half  done;  the 
contract  is  finally  annulled  after  a  foir  trial  has  been  per- 
mitted, and  then  after  several  weeks  a  new  agreement  is 
entered  into,  during  which  interval  a  temporary  provision 
for  the  performance  of  the  work  is  made,  which  must,  of 
necessity,  be  unsatisfactory  for  want  of  time  to  make 
preparation,  and  to  orderly  and  systematically  arrange 
the  work. 

]^ow,  can  the  pecuniary  liability  of  the  contractor, 
even  supposing  that  his  security  is  available,  properly  in- 
demnify citizens  for  grievous  annoyances,  particularly  such 
as  are  caused  by  the  non-removal,  or  irregular  removal,  of 
ashes  and  garbage,  to  which  they  are  obliged  to  submit 
for  a  lengfh  of  time  in  the  exigency  cited  ?  We  think  not. 
And,  therefore,  the  Board  of  Health,  guided  by  ample  ex- 
perience, has  endeavored  to  select  the  lowest  competent 
bidders,  those  who  they  have  reason  to  believe  could  do 
the  work  in  accordance  with  the  specifications,  so  that 
there  may  be,  in  the  future,  the  least  possible  chance  of 
subjecting  citizens  to  the  very  serious  annoyances  and 
nuisances  that  precede,  and  temporarily  follow,  the  an- 
nulling of  a  contract. 

The  gross  sum  at  which  the  new  contracts  have  been 
awarded,  is  in  excess  of  that  of  the  present  contracts  for 
the  following  reasons : 

1st.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  board  to  prohibit  all  per- 
sons from  collecting  garbage,  except  such  as  are  acting 
under  the  supervision  of  the  board.  This  will  neces- 
sarily increase  the  labors  of  the  contractors,  but  it  will 
rid  the  city  of  the  disgusting  nuisances  in  the  shape  of 
the  badly  constructed  and  unsuitable  vehicles  of  the  vol- 
unteer collectors. 

2d.  Increase  of  work.  Garbage  is  to  be  removed  daily, 
from  the  1st  of  June  to  the  1st  of  N'oveniber,  and  not 
less  than  three  times  a  week,  in  the  remaining  months  in 
each  year.  Under  the  present  contracts  it  is  removed 
daily,  during  June,  Jul}^,  August  and  September,  three 
times  a  week  during  the  months  of  May  and  October, 
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and  but  twice  a  week  durino;  the  remainino;  six  months 
in  each  year. 

It  is  to  be  collected  from  all  dwellings  and  all  other 
buildings,  and  not  from  the  sidewalks,  as  is  the  present 
custom.  Prospective  increase  in  the  number  of  buildings 
is  also  to  be  taken  into  consideration. 

3d.  The  extension  of  streets  and  the  erection  of  new 
buildings  since  the  early  part  of  1872,  when  the  present 
contracts  were  awarded,  and  the  prospective  increase 
during  the  coming  three  years,  has  necessitated  the  for- 
mation of  six  new  street  cleaning  districts,  and  conse- 
quently has  very  materially  increased  the  cost  of  the 
work. 

4th.  A  number  of  streets  are  required  to  be  cleaned 
twice  a  week,  instead  of  once  a  week,  and  all  that  por- 
tion of  the  city  lying  between  the  Delaware  river  and 
Third  street,  including  Third  street,  and  between 
South  street  and  Vine  street,  and  some  other  portions  of 
the  city,  are  to  be  cleaned  at  night. 

5th.  The  street  crossings  are  to  be  kept  free  from  snow 
and  ice. 

Bearing  in  mind  these  fiicts,  the  increase  in  the  cost 
of  the  proposed  work  over  that  under  the  present  con- 
tracts, is  fairly  accounted  for. 

In  order  to  disprove  the  allegation  that  the  sura  at 
which  the  contracts  have  been  awarded  for  the  coming 
three  years,  is  exorbitant,  or  even  high,  let  us  caretully 
examine  the  figures,  and  then  make  comparisons  wdth  the 
expenses  for  similar  work  in  other  large  cities.

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  figures,  that  the  total  ex- 
penses of  cleaning  the  streets,  removing  the  ashes,  garbage, 
«&c.,  for  each  of  the  years  1875,  1876  and  1877,  according 
to  the  contracts  entered  into  by  the  Board  of  Health,  will 
be,  in  round  numbers,  $33!;,000.  Estimating  the  popula- 
tion of  the  city  to  the  middle  of  the  year  1875  at  800,000 
inhabitants,  the  entire  cost  for  1875  will  be  at  the  rate 
of  about  41  cents  per  head  of  population,  which,  when 
compared  with  the  rate  paid  by  other  large  cities,  will  be 
found  to  be  exceedingly  small. 

In  Baltimore,  the  rate  is  60  cents  per  head  of  popula- 
tion ;  in  Boston,  $1.10  ;  and  in  Kew  York,  for  1875,|l.04 
per  head. 

The  cost  of  street  cleaning,  &c.,  &c.,  for  Philadelphia 
for  the  year  1875,  at  the  same  rate  per  head  of  popula- 
tion paid  by  Baltimore,  would  amount  to  $480,000 ;  at 
the  same  rate  as  in  Boston,  $880,000  ;  and  at  the  same 
rate  as  is  estiniated  for  Kew  York  for  1875,  it  would 
amount  to  $832,000. 

The  amount  paid  in  Washington  is  $28  per  mile  for 
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every  mile  cleaned.  The  cost  of  cleaning  the  streets  of 
Philadelphia  (the  removal  of  ashes  not  included),  at  the 
same  rate,  according  to  the  specifications,  woulcl  be  for 
one  year,  $728,000. 

An  important  point  to  be  considered  is  the  magnitude 
of  the  work  required  to  be  done.  The  area  of  Philadel- 
phia is  not  only  actually  greater  than  any  city  on  this 
continent,  but  relatively  vastly  greater  than  any  large 
city  in  the  world.  This  point  is  familiar  to  all.  There 
are  between  five  hundred  and  six  hundred  miles  of  paved. 
streets,  which  by  the  new  contracts  are  to  be  cleaned 
every  week,  and  some  of  them  twice  a  week. 

Another  important  item  is  the  number  of  dwellings  in 
Philadel[ihia.  At  the  beginning  of  1873  there  were  one 
hundred  and  twenty-four  thousand  three  hundred  and 
two  dwelling  houses  or  residences  of  families,  and  prob- 
ably by  1875,  the  number  will  have  increased  by  ten 
thousand.  From  all  these  dwellings,  and  stores,  &c. 
besides,  the  ashes  must  be  removed  every  week,  and 
the  garl)age  every  day  for  five  months  in  the  year,  and 
three  times  a  week  in  the  remaining  months  in  the  year. 

The  following  table  shows  the  actual  and  relative  cost 
of  street  cleaning  in  Philadelphia,  New  York,  Boston 
and  Baltimore,  also  the  number  of  dwelling-houses,  &c., 
according  to  the  census  of  1870  :

In  New  York  the  hire  of  carts  alone,  costs  $375,000, 
and  the  pay  of  men  directly  employed  in  cleaning  streets 
amounts  to  over  $400,000. 

From  the  above  facts  it  will  be  observed  that  the  work 
of  street  cleaning,  removal  of  garbage,  &c.,  in  Philadelphia, 
is  conducted  upon  an  econonncal  basis,  and  at  a  cost 
relatively  very  much  less  than  in  any  of  the  prominent 
cities  in  America. 

In  regard  to  the  expenses  of  clerks  and  inspectors  em- 
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ployed  for  the  Street  Cleaning  Bureau,  it  is  a  significant 
fact  that  they  scarcely  exceed  five  thousand  dollars  per 
annum.

The  additional  work  of  inspecting  streets,  &c.,  &c.,  is 
performed  by  the  nuisance  ins])ectors,  messengers  and 
night  inspectors  of  the  Board  of  Health,  for  the  sum  of 
twenty  dollars  per  month,  each.  For  all  their  services  com- 
bined they  receive  seventy-iive  dollars  per  month,  each. 

In  awarding  contracts,  a  knowledge  of  the  cost  at 
which  the  districts  can  be  cleaned,  &c.,  &c.,  in  a  thoroughly 
satisfactory  manner,  is  important.  This  knowledge  the 
Board  of  Health  has  acquired  by  experience,  and  has 
made  use  of  with  advantage  in  making  the  awards.  To 
award  contracts  to  irresponsible  and  reckless  bidders ;  to 
parties  who  had  heretofore  had  contracts,  and  failed  to 
do  their  duty,  or  to  those  of  whom  no  satisfactory  infor- 
mation could  be  obtained,  simply  because  they  were  the 
lowest  bidders,  when  it  was  a  matter  of  certainty  that 
the  requirements  of  the  contracts  could  not  possibly  be 
carried  out,  would  have  been  a  course  of  action  devoid  of 
judgment  and  discretion,  and  such  as  could  not  for  a  mo- 
ment be  sustained. 

The  Legislature  of  this  State  has  clothed  the  Board  of 
Health  with  plenary  and  exclusive  powers  in  matters  per- 
taining to  street  cleaning,  and  by  a  decision  of  the  courls 
they  are  "  the  exclusive  judges  of  the  responsibility  of 
contractors,  and  of  the  propriety  of  awarding  contracts 
to  others  than  the  lowest  bidders."  Such  authority  they 
aver  they  have  used  with  discretion  and  judgment,  and 
they  made  the  awards  after  careful  consideration  and 
in  good  faith,  unproved  charges  to  the  contrary  notwith- 
standing.

To  the  Common  Council 

of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  : 

Gentlemen  : — The  Special  Committee,  to  whom  was 
referred  the  resolution  directing  them  to  investigate  all 
mattei's  pertaining  to  the  rebuilding  of  the  Fairniount 
dam  and  construction  of  the  East  Park  reservoir, 
would  respectfully  report : 

That  they  have  given  the  subject  a  thorough  investi- 
gation— have  held  many  meetings,  examined  numerous 
witnesses,  and  carefully  compared  the  pay  rolls  of  the 
Water  Department,  together  with  documents,  reports, 
&c.,  as  pertained  to  the  matter  they  were  directed  to  in- 
vestigate, as  well  as  to  any  other  subject  connected  with 
the  Water  Department,  which  the  evidence  referred  to 
in  the  slightest  degree. 

From  the  facts  adduced,  it  appears  that  on  November 
6th,  1871,  $220,000  were  appropriated  to  rebuild  the 
Fairmount  dam. 

Mr.  Bowers,  a  former  superintendent  in  charge  of  said 
rebuilding,  testified  that  prior  to  Mr.  Graff  (the  prede- 
cessor of  Mr.  McFadden)  leaving  the  department,  he 
changed  the  plan  of  the  work,  thereby  expecting  to  save 
the  City  some  $60,000  to  $70,000  ;  that  when  he  (Bowers) 
left  the  department,  he  thought  that  $15,000  would  com- 
plete the  rebuilding  of  the  dam.  There  was  at  this  time, 
June  11th,  lb73,  a  balance  to  the  credit  of  the  item 
$8l,009,Vo5  froi"  which  deduct  the  $15,000  which  he 
thought  ought  to  finish  the  work,  we  have  the  balance, 
$66,009  j'jfg,  from  which  deduct  the  balance  still  on  hand, 
$1o,180jVo5  leaves  $52,8 18 ,Vo  still  to  be  accounted  for. 
The  answer  of  the  present  Chiet,  Dr.  McFadden,  to  this  is, 
that  nearly  $10,000  was  expended  in  work  in  the  depart- 
ment other  than  the  rebuilding  of  the  dam. 

It  also  appeared  from  the  testimony  of  Mr.  Taxis,  the 
experienced  wharf  builder,  and  his  foreman  John  Ilenne- 
fer,  both  of  whom  were  employed  on  the  work,  that  about 
two-tifths  of  the  work  on  the  dam  was  yet  to  be  done 
after  Mr.  Bowers  had  left,  and  that  the  balance  of  the 
said  work,  so  far  as  came  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Taxis, 
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was  as  well  and  as  faithfully  executed  as  it  was  possible 
to  do  it.  It  further  transpired  that  the  present  Chief 
changed  the  plan  of  Mr.  Graft",  in  removing  the  earth  de- 
posited between  the  new  and  old  work,  and  substituting 
therefor  concrete,  at  an  additional  cost  to  the  City  of 
$5,000  to  $6,000.  The  Chief,  Mr.  McFadden,  and  his 
superintendent  also,  testified  that  a  large  amount  of  work 
was  done  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  dam,  which  his 
judgment  deemed  necessary  to  protect  all  of  said  work, 
and  which  he  considered  was  a  just  and  proper  charge 
against  the  item  for  rebuilding  the  dam.  From  all  the 
evidence  adduced,  there  was  nothing  to  show  that  any 
fraud  had  been  perpetrated  against  the  City  whatever  ; 
but,  to  the  contrary,  that  on  this  piece  of  work  the  em- 
ployees of  the  City  had  discharged  their  duty.  An  ac- 
count in  detail  of  the  expenditures  on  Fairmount  dam, 
recently  submitted  to  Councils,  shows  a  large  sum  paid 
for  wages  in  some  months  over  others,  but  the  department 
explains  this  by  the  statement,  that  during  one  period, 
there  were  wages  paid  to  wharf  builders  and  laborers,  and 
during  other  months  the  wharf  builders'  work  was  com- 
pleted ;  but  that  a  large  force  of  laborers  were  necessary 
to  complete  the  work  after  the  wharf  builders  were 
through,  this  really  increasing  the  pay  roll  of  that  par- 
ticular class  of  employees. 

While  the  Committee  in  this  connection  were  unable 
to  discover  any  fraud,  either  by  personations,  or  in  any 
other  way,  it  did  transpire,  that  which  your  Committee 
cannot  too  strongly  condemn  and  censure,  and  that  is  the 
use  of  money  appropriated  for  one  purpose  to  that  of 
another  without  the  knowledge  or  authority  of  Councils. 
The  amounts  appropriated  by  Councils  annually  to  each 
item  in  each  department,  are  intended  strictly  to  be  ad- 
hered to,  and  to  do  otherwise  is  to  set  at  naught  the  au- 
thority of  Councils — to  encourage  the  extravagant  ex- 
penditure of  money — to  violate  the  Ordinance  of  the 
City.  It  opens  the  door  for  fraud  and  perjury  in  procur- 
ing the  payment  lor  such  work  illegally  charged  against 
one  item  never  intended  for  its  payment.  It  is  no  excuse 
to  say  that  other  departments  do  this,  or  that  other  offi- 
cers or  administrations  have  done  the  same  thing.  It  is 
fraught  with  evil  to  the  City,  and  must  not  be  permitted. 
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It  also  transpired  during  the  examination,  that  the 
Superintendent  of  Fairmount  Works,  Mr.  William  Dixey, 
employed  some  of  the  City  workmen  to  do  work  upon  his 
house,  while  the}^  were  employed  by  the  City  ;  and  while 
it  was  fully  proved  from  the  evidence  of  the  men  them- 
selves, as  well  as  the  pay  rolls,  that  Mr.  Dixey  paid  them 
for  their  labor,  and  deducted  it  from  the  pay  roll,  yet 
your  Committee  are  decidedly  of  opinion  that  such  prac- 
tices are  dangerous,  and  should  not  be  permitted  under 
any  circumstances.  It  opens  the  door  to  suspicion,  both 
as  against  those  who  are  directly  in  charge  of  the  men, 
and  the  good  government  of  the  department. 

Your  Committee,  in  this  investigation,  determined  to 
permit  any  evidence  which  could  be  obtained  relative  to 
any  irregularities  in  the  Water  Department,  in  any  and 
every  part  thereof,  not  seeking  to  confine  themselves  to 
the  strict  letter  of  your  instructions,  as  they  were  fully 
determined  to  probe  every  act  of  the  department  to  the 
fullest  extent.  While  engaged  in  their  labors,  it  was  in 
testimony  that  two  qf  the  employees  of  the  Cit}^,  under 
the  charge  of  Jonathan  Brock,  Purveyor  of  the  Fourth 
District,  did  work  at  Councilman  Glenn's  house.  One 
of  the  employees,  Michael  O'Brien,  stated  that  he  worked 
at  Glenn's  house  for  two  weeks,  putting  up  a  grape  arbor, 
and  at  the  same  time  was  on  the  pay  roll  of  the  City,  and 
was  paid  by  the  City.  On  examination  of  the  pay  rolls, 
it  was  found  to  be  so.  It  was  testified  to  by  Mr.  Rogers, 
a  discharged  employee  of  the  City,  that  he  saw  the  said 
O'Brien  at  work,  as  well  as  a  Mr.  Reuben  Clark,  who 
was  at  that  time  also  an  employee  of  the  City,  but  since  dis- 
charged, working  at  Glenn's  house,  as  well  as  at  the  shop 
of  the  department.  Both  O'Brien  and  Rogers  fix  the 
time  when  this  work  was  done,  to  be  in  the  latter  part  of 
June,  or  first  part  of  July,  1874.  Mr.  Glenn  states  upon 
his  oath,  that  he  met  Mr.  Clark,  and  asked  him  who  he 
could  get  to  do  the  work  he  required.  Clark  replied,  that 
in  a  few  days  he  would  be  over  his  hurr^',  and  that  he 
(Clark)  had  a  due  bill  for  lumber  on  a  lumber  yard,  and 
it  would  be  a  favor  to  him  if  he  could  be  permitted  to 
do  the  work.  Clark  afterwards  informed  him  (Glenn) 
that  he  was  too  busj^,  but  that  he  would  get  a  man  to 
assist  him.     That  Clark  did  get  a  man,  and  the  work 
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went  on.  Mr.  Glenn  produced  a  bill  for  the  work  and 
materials,  dated  June.  5th,  1874,  and  states  the  work  was 
finished  three  or  four  days  before  bill  was  presented.  lie 
also  produced  a  receipt  in  full,  signed  by  Clark,  dated 
September  2d,  1874,  showing  that  he  had  paid  $90  for 
the  work  and  materials  on  said  arbor.  The  pay  roll  for 
May  was  also  produced,  which  shows  that  Clark  was 
marked  present  every  day,  except  the  last  four  days  in 
the  month,  which  were  the  27th,  28th,  29th  and  30th  of 
May.  The  bill  of  the  work  and  material  submitted  by 
Mr.  Glenn,  charges  for  lumber,  nails,  &c. ;  also,  for  thir- 
teen days'  labor  work,  and  four  days'  carpenter  work.  It 
will  be  noticed,  that  by  the  testimony  of  Mr.  Glenn  and 
the  bill,  this  work  was  done  in  May,  1874,  and  by  the 
testimony  of  O'Brien  and  Rogers,  the  work  was  done  in 
June,  1874.  Mr.  Glenn  further  testified,  that  he  never 
knew  0  Brien  by  sight,  till  he  saw  him  on  the  witness 
stand;  that  he  never  saw  him  at  work  on  the  arbor; 
never  knew  him  to  be  an  employee  of  the  department. 
He  did  see  a  man  at  work  on  the  arbor,  but  did  not  know 
he  was  an  employee  of  the  department.  He  also  testified, 
that  he  did  not  know  Clark  was  working  for  the  City  at 
the  time  he  engaged  him,  but  presumed  he  would  not 
permit  himself  to  be  put  upon  the  pay  roll  while  work- 
ing for  him  (Glenn) ;  that  when  he  told  him  to  do  the  job, 
he  thought  the  cost  would  not  exceed  $80,  and  he  also 
stated,  that  he  quarrelled  with  Clark  when  he  presented 
his  bill  for  $99,  which  at  first  he  refused,  to  pay,  but 
finally  compromised  by  the  payment  of  $90  ;  that  he 
had  no  thought  or  intention  of  defrauding  the  City  of 
one  cent  ;  that  all  he  did  was  openly  done,  without 
intent  to  do  a  wrong.  The  Committee  made  every  eflrbrt 
to  secure  the  attendance  of  Clark,  but  ascertained  that 
he  had  left  the  City  some  time  in  November,  or  early  in 
December.  The  Committee  report  the  testimony,  and 
desire  to  express  their  strong  condemnation  of  any  Coun- 
cilman, permitting  any  employee  or  officer  of  the  City  to 
do  any  work  of  any  kind  whatever  for  them,  under  any 
circumstances.  It  opens  the  door  to  a  suspicion,  that  he 
may  profit  at  the  expense  of  the  City.  It  has  the  ap- 
pearance of  evil,  arid  shoukl  always  be  discountenanced, 
and  the  head  of  each  department   should  at  once   dis- 
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charge  any  employee  detected  in  doing  work  other  than 
for  the  City,  while  in  the  employ  of  the  department. 

The  Committee,  as  ordered  by  this  Chamber,  procured 
the  measurement  of  East  Park  reservoir,  by  Messrs. 
Thackaray  and  Andress,  sworn  measurers,  and  their  cer- 
tificates are  hereto  annexed  and  made  part  of  this  report. 
The  examination  of  the  two  measurers  under  oath,  as  to 
the  value  of  the  said  work  diifered,  very  materially.  Mr. 
Andress  giving  it  as  his  opinion  that  the  work  measured, 
would  cost,  if  done  by  private  persons,  say  $926,531, 
while  Mr.  Thackaray's  estimate  was  $677,028.  To  each 
of  said  estimates  must  be  added  the  cost  of  the  work, 
which  it  was  impossible  to  measure. 

The  amount  thus  far  expended  on  the  reservoir  appears 
from  the  Controller's  account  to  be  as  follows  :

The  difference  therefore  between  the  amount  actually 
expended,  and  Mr.  Andress'  estimate,  is  $177,006.11,  and 
the  difference  between  the  amount  expended  and  Mr. 
Thackaray's  estimate,  is  $726,498.83. 

To  account  for  the  difference  between  the  estimate  of 
the  measurers  and  the  actual  cost  to  the  City,  the  depart- 
ment states  that  large  quantities  of  work  was  done  which 
was  not,  nor  could  not  be  measured,  such  as  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  ground,  prior  to  the  commencement  of  build- 
ing the  embankments  (covering  a  space  of  one  hundred 
and  six  acres  of  surface),  the  cutting  down  of  trees,  tak- 
ing out  the  roots,  tilling  up  valleys  below  the  ground 
surface;  the  purchase  of  watering  carts,  rollers,  picks, 
shovels  and  other  tools,  costing  alone  $72,424  ;  cost  of 
survey  from  time  to  time  $^3,500  ;  cost  of  eleven  thousand 
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feet  of  water  pipe  to  furnish  water,  with  which  to  puddle 
the  banks  and  laying  the  same  ;  building  roads  through 
the  Park  to  take  the  place  of  those  passing  through  the 
reservoir  grounds  ;  the  repairing  of  roads  in  the  Park 
destroyed  by  the  teams  working  on  the  reservoir  ;  remov- 
ing buildings  which  were  on  the  ground  ;  erecting  offices 
and  shops  ;  removing  tw^o  hundred  and  twenty-seven  thou- 
sand six  hundred  and  forty-one  cubic  yards  of  black  soil 
from  the  inside  of  the  reservoir  to  the  outside,  and  remov- 
ing it  from  the  outside  again  on  the  banks,  thus  making 
two  removes  while  only  one  remove  was  measured  ; — the 
cost  of  one  remove  of  this  soil  is  estimated  by  the  engi- 
neer in  charge  to  be  $136,584  ; — erecting  gangway  to 
enable  the  teams  to  get  on  the  banks  ;  removing  ninety- 
five  thousand  cubic  yards  of  gravel  out  of  the  bottom  of 
the  reservoir  to  obtain  a  good  bottom,  all  of  which  now 
lies  outside  of  the  reservoir,  except  that  which  has  been 
used  by  the  Park  Commissioners.  A  detailed  statement 
of  work  done  and  not  measured,  as  taken  from  the  books 
and  estimates  of  the  department,  is  hereto  appended,  and 
made  part  of  this  report.  It  is  also  a  known  fact  that 
work  done  by  the  day  for  the  City  most  generally  costs 
more  than  when  done  under  contract,  or  for  a  private 
individual.  The  Chief  of  the  department  stated  that  at 
times  there  were  about  three  thousand  persons  employed 
at  one  time  on  this  work,  in  addition  to  large  numbers  of 
carts  ;  and  when  we  consider  the  general  class  of  labor 
employed  on  this  class  of  work,  and  witness  the  general 
indisposition  of  such  men  to  perform  a  fair  daj^'s  work, 
we  are  compelled  to  say  that  in  all  cases  where  it  is  possi- 
ble, it  will  be  greatly  to  the  interest  of  the  City  to  let  out 
by  contract  her  work. 

The  Chief  also  testified,  that  he  was  satisfied  the  work 
was  costing  entirely  too  much,  and  urged  the  Committee 
on  Water  to  permit  him  to  invite  proposals,  and  make 
a  contract  for  the  work,  to  which  Councils  at  last  con- 
sented. It  has  been  openly  stated,  that  this  work  was 
costing  the  City  2.40  per  cubic  yard,  but  the  testimony 
of  the  Chief  and  of  Mr.  McGlue,  was  that  in  their 
opinion,  the  cost  to  the  City  was  from  1.40  to  1.50,  while 
the  contract  for  same  class  of  work  was  afterwards  made 
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for  80  cents  per  cubic  yard,  to  E.  S.  McGlne,  who  has 
now  the  contract,  first  ffivino;  the  City  $30,000  real  estate 
security,  the  City  reserving  ten  per  cent,  of  the  contract 
as  a  further  security,  thus  making,  with  the  real  estate 
security,  about  $l(  0.000,  to  be  held  for  six  months  after 
the  water  was  let  in  the  reservoir,  the  whole  work  to  be 
made  good  by  the  contractor,  and  to  the  entire  satisfac- 
tion of  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  department,  before  any 
part  of  the  security  is  released.  This  contract  was  given 
to  Mr.  McGlue  by  the  Chief,  solely  because  he  had  con- 
structed the  work  already  done,  and  because  he  fully 
understood  the  business. 

In  answer  to  the  question  as  to  the  cost  to  complete 
this  work,  the  Cbief  stated,  that  owing  to  an  additional 
embankment  to  be  constructed,  to  14,000,000  more  bricks 
being  required  over  the  estimate,  and  in  consequence  of 
the  cost  of  work  already  done  over  the  estimate,  for 
reasons  already  given,  he  was  of  opinion  that  the  whole 
amount  asked  for  would  be  required. 

In  conclusion,  the  Committee  would  state,  that  from 
the  testimony  produced,  they  have  been  unable  to  find 
anything  that  in  the  least  reflects  upon  the  integrity  of 
the  Chief  of  the  department,  Wm.  H.  McFadden,  and 
that  his  actions  relative  to  the  management  of  his  de- 
partment,  so  far  as  submitted  to  the  Committee,  are  to 
be  commended.  We  would  here  suggest,  that  in  the  se- 
lection of  his  assistants  to  be  placed  in  charge  of  large 
and  important  works,  that  they  ought  to  be  men  who 
fully  understand  the  important  duties  entrusted  to  their 
care,  and  that  both  the  Chief  and  his  assistants  ought  to 
exercise  more  independence  in  their  selection  of  men  to 
do  the  work,  in  order  that  the  City  may  not  be  put  to  an 
unnecessary  expense,  by  the  employment  of  incompetent 
men. 

We  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution.

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APPENDIX   No.   278. 

To  tbe  Common  Council 

of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  : 

The  Special  Committee  to  investigate  all  matters  per- 
taining to  the  rebuilding  of  theFairmount  dam,  and  con- 
struction of  the  East  Park  reservoir,  would  respectfully 
report  that  they  held  a  number  of  meetings,  and  pro- 
ceeded to  examine  as  well  such  witnesses  as  consented  to 
appear  before  them,  as  the  documents,  reports,  &c.,  con- 
nected with  the  sul)ject  matters  of  the  examination. 

So  far  as  the  witnesses  were  concerned,  the  Conmiittee 
would  remark,  that  they  were  with  two  or  three  excep- 
tions interested,  and  their  testimony,  must,  therefore,  be 
weighed  in  the  scale  in  connection  with  documentary  evi- 
dence. 

It  appears  to  the  Committee  tliat  on  N"ovember  6th, 
1871,  $220,000,  were  appropriated  by  Councils  to  rebuild 
the  Fairnioutit  dam. 

Mr.  Bowers,  a  former  Superintendent  of  the  Fairmount 
Works,  and  in  charge  of  said  work,  stated  that  a  change 
was  made  by  Mr.  Graff  in  the  construction  of  said  dam, 
to  wit,  by  not  removing  the  old  crib  work,  which 
change  involved    a  saving  of   from  $60,000  to  $70,000. 

That  when  he  left  the  work  it  would  take  al)OUt 
$15,000  to  finish  it.  The  balance  of  the  appro[)riation 
when  he  left,  to  wit,  June  Uth,  1873,  was  $81,00l>.16, 
from  which  deduct  the  $15,000,  as  alleged  by  him,  neces- 
sary to  linish,  we  have  about  the  amount  saved  by  rea- 
son of  the  change  made  by  Engineer  Graft",  to  wit,  say 
$62,000  ;  after  deducting  tlie  balance  on  hand  credited  to 
this  appropriation, October  5th,  1874,  $13,180.74, it  would 
leave  an  expenditure  cf  about  $47,820  to  be  accounted 
for. 

The  answer  of  the  present  Chief  of  the  department  to 
this,  supported  by  the  testimony  of  his  superintendents,  is, 
that  $5000  extra  expense  was  incurred  by  reason  of  till- 
ing the  dam  with  concrete,  and  a  further  expense  by  rea- 
son of  other  work  that  he  regarded  as  properly  connected 
with  the  dam.  One  of  the  superintendents  testified  that 
miscellaneous    work,   entirely    outside   the   dam,  to   the 
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amount  of  $15,000,  was  done,  while  the  Chief,  says  in  his 
estimate  of  work  done  outside  the  dam,  it  amounted  to 
$10,000,  this  would  leave  about  $82,820  still  to  account  for, 
and  to  be  charged  for  work  which  the  present  Chief  alleges 
was  necessary  to  finish  up  the  dam,  although  in  his  report 
previous  to  this  time,  he  states  that  the  dam  was  "  almost 
completed,"  which,  however,  he  now  explains  to  mean  the 
wood   work. 

An  itemized  account  of  the  expenditures  to  the  Fair- 
mount  dam,  furnished  to  Councils  by  the  Chief,  leaves  the 
impression  on  the  minds  of  the  Committee,  that  during  the 
finishing  of  the  dam  more  labor  was  employed  by  his 
superintendents  than  was  at  all  uecessarj^ ;  the  pay  roll 
in  some  montlis  being  double  what  it  was  when  the  labor 
on  the  dam  was  at  its  height.  This  increase  of  labor  was 
not  explained  by  a  single  witness  produced,  and  in  fact 
the  memory  of  some  of  the  witnesses,  who  were  in  charge, 
could  furnish  the  Committee  with  no  intelligent  statement 
of  work  done  a  mouth  before  they  testified.  The  Com- 
mittee would  remark,  that  the  labor  alluded  to  here  was 
not  that  under  Mr.  Taxis,  the  competent  wharf  builder 
but  that  employed  by  tne  Chief's  superintendents. 

While  the  Committee  in  this  connection  were  unable  to 
discover  any  personations  on  the  pay  roll,  they  are  of 
opinion  that  more  vigilance,  care  and  independence  on 
the  part  of  the  department,  would  have  reduced  these 
pay  rolls  very  materially. 

One  fact  transpired,  which  the  Committee  and  Councils 
cannot  condemn  too  severely,  and  that  is,  the  use  of  money 
appropriated  for  one  purpose  to  that  of  another,  without 
transfer  by  Councils, 

The  itemized  appropriations  of  moneys  by  Councils  to 
the  departments,  is  a  wise  precaution,  to  prevent  a  reck- 
less use  of  money  by  them,  and  if  njoney  is  to  be  appro- 
priated to  one  item,  and  used  in  another,  it  first,  violates 
an  Ordinance  of  Councils,  based  upon  a  fundamental 
principle  in  municipal  finance;  second,  opens  the  door  to 
fraud  and  extravagance;  and  third,  entails  perjury  upon 
the  department,  in  procuring  payment  for  such  work  ille- 
gally charged  against  one  item,  never  intended  for  its 
payment. 

It  is  no  answer  to  this  indictment  that  other  adminis- 
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trations  or  departments  have  done  the  same  thing.  It  is 
to  be  condemned  by  whoever  it  is  done,  and  whenever  it 
was  done.  It  is  fraught  with  evil  to  the  City  and  to  the 
taxpayers. 

The  Committee  would  here  call  attention  to  the  follow- 
ing: It  transpired  that  one  superintendent  of  Fairmount 
Works,  Mr.  Dixey,  employed  some  of  the  City  hands  to 
do  work  upon  his  house,  while  they  were  in  the  employ 
of  the  City  ;  but  it  appeared  that  these  men  were  paid  by 
said  superintendent  out  of  his  own  pocket,  and  the  time 
they  worked  for  him  was  deducted  from  their  pay  roll ; 
but  such  practices  are  dangerous  and  suspicious,  and 
should  not  for  a  moment  be  countenanced  by  any  depart- 
ment or  its  employees. 

It  transpired  further,  that  two  of  the  employees  of  the 
Water  Department,  in  the  Fourth  Purveyor's  District,  then 
in  charge  of  Jonathan  Brock,  did  work  at  Councilman 
Grlenn's  house.  One  of  the  employees,  Michael  O'Brien, 
stated  that  he  worked  at  Glenn's  house  for  two  weeks 
putting  up  a  grape  arbor,  and  at  the  same  time  was  on 
the  pay  roll  of  the  City,  and  was  paid  by  the  City  (an 
examination  of  the  pay  roll  showed  this  to  be  so). 
Anotlier  employee  of  the  City  testified,  tliat  he  saw  not 
only  the  previous  witness,  but  a  Mr.  Reuben  Clark,  also 
an  employee  of  the  City,  not  only  working  at  Glenn's 
house,  but  also  getting  out  this  work  at  department  shop 
and  yard ;  both  these  witnesses  fix  the  time  of  the  work 
in  the  latter  part  of  June,  or  first  part  of  July.  Mr. 
Glenn  states  upon  his  oath,  that  he  met  Mr.  Clark,  and 
asked  him  who  he  could  get  to  do  the  work  he  required. 
Clark  replied  that  in  a  few  days  he  would  be  over  his  hurry, 
and  that  he,  Clark,  had  a  due  bill  lor  lumber  on  a  lum- 
ber yard,  and  it  would  be  a  favor  to  him  if  he  could  do 
the  work.  Clark  afterwards  said  he  was  too  busy,  but 
he  would  get  a  man  to  assist  him  ;  that  Clark  got  the  man 
and  the  work  went  on.  Mr.  Glenn  produced  a  bill  for 
the  materials  and  the  work,  dated  June  5th,  1874,  and 
states  that  the  work  was  finished  three  or  four  days  be- 
fore the  bill  was  presented.  lie  also  produced  a  receipt 
in  full,  signed  by  Clark,  dated  (September  2d,  1874. 

The  pay  roll  for  May,  1874,  was  also  produced,  which 
shows  that  O'Brien  was  marked  present  every  day,  except 
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Sundays,  and  Clark  every  day,  except  Sundays,  and  the 
last  four  days  in  the  month,  which  were  the  27th,  28th, 
29th  and  30th  of  May. 

The  bill  produced  charges  for  thirteen  days'  labor,  and 
four  days'  carpenter  work. 

Mr.  Glenn  testified  further,  that  he  never  saw  O'Brien 
before  this  examination,  although  Mr.  O'Brien  swears 
poslively  that  he  worked  for  two  weeks  at  Mr.  Glenn's 
house  last  June. 

And  Mr.  Glenn  further  swears,  that  he  did  not  know- 
Mr.  O'Brien  was  employed  in  the  Water  Department,  al- 
though he  knew  that  Clark  was  an  employee  of  tbe 
City  when  he  so  engaged  him.  The  Committee  made 
every  effort  to  obtain  the  attendance  of  Mr.  Clark,  but 
he  could  not  be  found.  It  is  a  matter  of  regret  that  Mr. 
Glenn  did  not  produce  him. 

The  Committee  report  the  facts  as  they  transpired  be- 
fore the  Committee,  and  express  their  strong  condemna- 
tion of  the  conduct  of  Mr.  Glenn  in  this  matter. 

The  Committee,  as  ordered  by  this  Chamber,  procured 
the  measurement  of  the  East  Park  reservoir,  by  Messrs. 
Thackray  and  Andress,  sworn  measurers,  and  their  cer- 
tificate is  hereto  annexed,  and  made  part  of  this  report. 

The  measurers  were  called  upon  by  the  Committee  to 
give  an  estimate  of  the  price  of  the  work,  as  measured 
by  them.     The  measurers  ditfered  in  their  estimate. 

According  to  the  sworn  measurement  and  prices  fixed 
thereon  by  Mr.  Andress,  the  work,  as  measured,  should 
amount  to  about  $926,531,  and  according  to  Mr.  Thack- 
ray's  prices  on  the  same  measurement,  it  amounts  to 
$677,028.78.

Grand  total $1,403,527  11 
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The  difference,  therefore,  between  the  amount  actually 
expended  and  Mr.  Andress'  estimate,  is  $477,006.11,  and 
the  difference  between  the  amount  expended  and  Mr. 
Thackray's  estimate,  is  $726,498.83. 

In  order  to  account  for  this  difference,  the  department 
alleges  that  work  amounting,  according  to  their  prices,  to 
$387,869.40,  was  not  measured,  this  would  still  leave  a 
deficiency  on  Andress'  estimate  of  $89,138.71,  and  of 
$338,629.43  on  Thackray's  estimate.  But  the  fiillacy  of 
this  additional  credit  is  apparent,  when  attention  is  called 
to  the  fact  that  a  large  part  of  work  for  which  credit  is 
asked,  on  the  ground  of  not  having  been  measured,  was 
done  under  Mr.  Graff,  and  that  under  him,  allowing  for 
said  work,  and  also  the  carrying  of  the  embankment  up  not 
less  than  two  or  three  feet,  prepaying  foundations,  &c.,  he 
spent  only  $271,776.72,  over  $100,000  less  than  the  credit 
above  asked  for.  In  addition,  one  item  of  credit  claimed 
is  227,641  cubic  yards  of  black  soil,  amounting  to  $136,- 
584.60,  while  the  truth  is  a  large  portion  of  this  black 
soil  was  placed  on  the  embankments,  and  was  therefore 
measured. 

The  conclusion  of  the  Committee  is,  allowing  for  all 
errors  in  measurement  and  omissions,  that  from  §300,000 
to  $400,000  has  been  sunk  upon  the  East  Park  reser- 
voir. This  is  the  more  evident,  when  we  consider  that 
before  the  contract  was  given  out,  the  work  was  costing 
the  City  $2.40  per  cubic  yard,  as  against  70  to  80  cents 
per  cubic  yard  under  the  previous  administration. 

$2.40  per  yard  is  two-thirds  more  than  is  paid  the  con- 
tractor ;  and  two-thirds  of  $673,270.85  shows  a  waste  of 
$448,847.23,  under  the  present  department.  Therefore,  in 
making  allowance  for  all  errors,  the  estimate  of  loss,  from 
$300,000  to  $400,000,  does  not  seem  to  be  unreasonable. 

This  large  loss  was  no  doubt  caused  by  poor  workmen, 
personations,  &c.,  on  the  pay  roll,  but  when  the  Commit- 
tee attempted  to  prove  the  personations,  and  that  there 
were  names  on  the  pay  roll  who  did  not  work,  they  made 
little  or  no  headway. 

For  the  following  reasons,  those  who  knew  of  the 
frauds  refused  to  put  in  appearan'ce  :  Because  they  were, 
in  all  probability,  parties  to  them,  and  the  one  witness  on 
that  subject  who  did  appear  and  testified  as  to  these 
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frauds  by  other  parties,  was  so  directly  and  positively 
contradicted  by  a  reliable  witness,  that  his  testimony  had 
no  weight  with  the  Committee,  although  he  admitted 
frankly  that  he  received  money  on  the  reservoir  for  work 
never  performed. 

The  present  Chief  became  conscious  that  the  reservoir 
was  costing  the  City  too  much  money,  and  he  favored  giv- 
ing it  out  by  contract,  which  he  did,  to  Mr.  McGlue,  at 
eighty  cents  per  cubic  yard. 

Other  bidders  for  this  work  were  produced  as  witnesses 
before  this  Committee,  and,  although  they  think  this 
work  could  have  been  done  as  well  by  lower  bidders,  they 
failed  signally  in  proving  one  item  of  fraud  in  the  giving 
out  of  tlie  contract  by  the  Chief  to  Mr.  McGlue.  Mr. 
Eecker,  who  filed  the  bill  in  equity  against  the  depart- 
ment, McGlue  and  others,  failed  entirely  in  the  first 
element  of  a  case — in  fact,  he  had  no  case — and  the  Chief 
states  upon  his  oath  that  he  gave  the  contract  to  Mc- 
Glue, because  he  thouo-ht  he  was  more  familiar  with  the 
work. 

In  the  matter  of  discounts  upon  the  workmen's  wages, 
all  the  testimony  the  Committee  were  able  to  procure  on 
the  subject  was,  that  the  workmen  preferred  to  lose  fifty 
cents  a  week,  in  order  to  get  their  pay  weekly ;  but 
whether  the  money  came  from  the  City  Treasurj^  could 
not  be  found  out,  because  the  witnesses  either  would  or 
could  not  tell — more  likely  the  former — for  if  it  had  not 
come  from  there,  no  objection  could  have  arisen  why  the 
knowledge  where  the  money  came  from  and  the  name  of 
the  payers  should  not  have  been  imparted.  Mr.  McGlue 
stating  that  the  person  who  paid  the  money  preferred  not 
to  have  his  name  made  public. 

In  regard  to  the  extra  amount  of  money  required  to 
complete  this  reservoir;  the  Chief  explains  that  a  division 
embankment  (not  in  the  original  plans)  has  been  con- 
structed ;  but  the  Committee  would  remark  this  has  been 
measured :  also,  it  will  require  about  14,000,000  more 
bricks.  The  banks  were  widened,  and  a  large  quantity  of 
the  earth  supposed  at  first  to  be  good,  could  not  be 
used. 

In  conclusion,  the  committee  would  state,  that  from  the 
testimony  produced,  they  have  been  unable  to  find  any- 
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thing  that  in  the  least  reflects  upon  the  intesfritj  of  the 
Chief  of  the  department ;  but  they  do  find,  from  all  the 
facts  in  the  case,  that  more  vigilance  and  more  indepen- 
dence in  the  selection  of  persons  to  superintend  and  prose- 
cute the  work  of  the  department  under  him,  would  have 
saved  the  City  a  large  amount  of  money,  both  in  the  re- 
building of  the  Fairmount  dam  and  the  construction  of 
the  East  Park  reservoir,  whether  in  doing  the  work  by 
the  day  or  in  letting  it  out  hy  contract. 

The  original  appropriation,  to  wit,  $1,325,000,  for  the 
East  Park  reservoir,  being  now  exhausted,  it  is  a  question 
for  Councils  to  consider  how  far  the  City  is  bound,  under 
their  contract  with  Mr.  McGlue,  at  eighty  cents  per  cubic 
yard,  to  finish  the  work. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  was  in  almost  daily 
receipt  of  letters  intimating  fraud  upon  the  pay  rolls,  but 
when  the  parties  named  were  subpoenaed,  they  declined  to 
appear,  and  the  Committee  being  powerless  under  the  law 
to  enforce  their  subpoena,  the  alleged  and  apparent  fraud 
was  not  detected.  This  defect  in  our  municipal  law 
should  be  immediately  remedied  by  the  next  Legislature. 

They  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  annexed  resolu- 
tion.

606,213.28  cubic  yards  in  main  embankments  above 
soil. 

130,051.55  cubic  yards  in  division  embankments  above 
soil. 

6,926  cubic  yards  in  excavations  for  outlets. 

949,026  thousands  of  bricks  laid. 

35,555  thousands  of  bricks  not  laid. 

7,483  perches  of  stone  laid,  dressed. 

1,037.10  perches  of  stone  not  laid  nor  dressed. 

3,569.27  cubic  feet  of  granite,  dressed  and  set. 

46.88  cubic  feet  of  granite,  dressed  and  not  set. 

178.60  superficial  feet  North  river  flag,  dressed  and 
set. 

In  all  the  following  dimensions  the  lengths  were  meas- 
ured by  us,  and  the  widths  and  depths  were  furnished 
us  from  original  plan,  by  the  courtesy  of  Mr.  Creamer, 
late  assistant  engineer  under  the  late  Chief  Gratf : 

82,823.20  cubic  yards  of  soil  removed  under  main  em- 
bankments. 

15,070  cubic  yards  of  soil  removed  under  division  em- 
bankments. 

82,823.20  cubic  yards  of  filling  under  main  embank- 
ments.

25,059.66  cubic  yards  of  soil  removed  from  puddle 
ditch.
